EXCITEMENT IN THE CHAMBER. 


Paris, Dec. 3.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day M. Sarrien, Minister of the Interior, 
8peaking in opposition to a motion for the total 
abolition of the oftice of Sub-Prefect, promised 
that he would introduce a bill providing for a 
partial abolition of the office. Prime Minister 
de Freycinet supported M. Sarrien and re- 
proached the Opposition for seizingevery chance 
that was offered to overthrow the Government. 
The Chamber, however, adopted the motion for 
total abolition by a majority of 13 votes, thus 
defeating the Government. 

There was intense excitement in the lobbies of 
the Chamber. After the vote had been an- 
nounced the sitting of the Chamber was sus- 
pended at the instance of M.de Freycinet in 
order that the Cabinet might consider its posi- 
tion. A Cabinet meeting was then held, at the 
conclusion of which the Ministers went to the 
Elysée Palace and tendered their resignations to 
President Grévy. 

The Cabinet will meet to-morrow. It is be- 
lieved that President Grévy is averse to dissoly- 
ing the Ministry, and will ask M. de Freycinet to 
re-form the Cabinet. MM. Sarrien, Develle, and 
Goblet will probably insist upon retiring. 

The Budget Committee to-day, by a vote of 12 
to 5, adepted M. Dorian’s proposal to devote 
25,000,000f. to increasing the navy in 1887, 
leaving liberty of action for the future, instead 


of Minister Aube’s proposition to appropriate 
200,000,000f. for a period of several years. 


THE GERMAN MILITARY BILL. 
#2TS PASSAGE BEFORE CHRISTMAS DE- 
MANDED OF THE REICHSTAG,. 

BER iy, Dec. 3.—In the Reichstag to-day, 
aiuring the debate on the first reading of the 
Military bill, the Progressists signified their 
willingness to vote in support of the require- 
ments of the bill if the Government would re- 
duce the period of service from three years to 


two years. This the Government refused to 
consent to. 

Gen. Bronsart von Schellendorff, Prussian Min- 
ister of War, advocated for the Government the 
passage of the bill. He said: ‘Despite her pa- 


cific policy Germany may, within a measurable 
time, be invoived in war. For the moment such 
a danger does not threaten, but the present opoch 
ismostdifiicult. Itis most natural that we should 
compare our war strength with that of France, 
With less inhabitants than Germany France has 
a higher peace effective force. Shall we allow 
ourselves to be outstripped by a neighboring 
State. in which we cannot perceive that degree 
of abstinence from preparation for war and that 
yeaceful disposition necessary to enable us to 
ivein peace? The bill is of the most urgent 
character. The Reichstag must pass this meas- 
ure before Christmas if the purpose of the Gov- 
ernment is to be attained. [Sensation.] Let 
any one who regards the additional burdens upon 
the people as unbearable acquaint himself with 
the state of affairs on the other sideof the Vosges. 
The Government isin earnest. It does not ask 
for more than it intends to accept.” 

Herr Richter said that he could not admit that 
the situation was so threatening. Thanks to the 
policy of Prince Bismarck, the alliance with 
Anstria remained a fact. The question before 
them was not the acute danger of war, but the 
perpetual additions to the burdens of the people. 
An exhaustive examination of the Government's 
tinancial proposais should precede acceptance 
of the bill. Under any conditions the Reichstag 
should reject the septennate, limiting the term 
to three years at most, with two years’ service. 
He protested against the plan of making the 
peace effective force equal tol per cent. of the 
population. 

Gen. von Scheilendorf, in the course of his re- 
ply, stated that the Government had only de- 
cided afew days before the summoning of the 
Reichstag to fix April as the date for the Mili- 
tary bill to come into force, Herr Saldern spoke 
in favor of the bili, and recommended that it be | 
adopted without amendment. The House then | 
adjourned.

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COERCION IN IRELAND. 
CABINET DEBATING WHAT TO DO 
TO SUPPRESS THE AGITATION. 

Lonpon, Dee. 3.—A Cabinet council was 
held to-day to discuss the advisability of further 
prosecutions in Ireland like the one instituted at 
Dublin against John Dillon. The question of 


coutinuing Government assistance in the work 
of eviction was also considered. Ail the Minis- 
ters Were present. 

It is believed that the Government hag decided 
to suppress intimidating meetings in Ireland, 
and to enforce the rights of the landlords. 


DvuBLin, Dec. 3.—The corporation to-day 
adopted resolutions denouncing the conduct of 
the Government in prohibiting the National 
League meetings at Siigo and elsewhere. Lord 
Mayor Sullivan and .Mr. Sexton delivered ad- 
dresses.

WILL NOT JOIN THE UNIONS. 
THE IRON AND STEEL WORKERS WILL 


NOT GO TO THE CONVENTION. 
PitrsBpurG, Dec, 3.—The Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Workers will not 
be represented at the convention of the national 
and international trades unions, which will be 
held at Columbus, Ohio, next Wednesday. It 
Was so generally thought that the Amalgamated 


Association would be one of the leaders at the 
Columbus convention that the possibility of their 
deciding not to be represented at all was never 
even thought of the leading labor representa- 
tives. As the call for the meeting of the trades 
unions had attached to it the name of President 
William Weihe, of the Amalgamated Association, 
it was taken for granted that his organization 
would take an active part at the Columbus 
convention, Svcretary William Martin, of the 
Amalgamated Association, said: “ Yes, it is true 
that we will not be represented atthe convention. 
The reason that Mr. Weihe’s name is attached to 
the call for the convention is easily explained. 
You will remember that he represented us last 
May at the meeting of the trades unions at Phil- 
adelphia. It was there that the call was author- 
ized. Mr. MeGuire was Secretary. In issuing 
the eaii he had Mr. Weihe’s name attached to it. 
Our annual convention was held in this city the 
following June. It was there decided, for rea- 
pons best known to ourselves, not to go into the 
trades unions convention—at least for the pres- 
ent.” 

Thomas A. Armstrong, of the Labor Tribune, 
when informed of the action of the Amalgamated 
Association, seemed very much surprised. He 
said briefly, but to the point: “I think that if 
they are not represented it will be a great, a 
terrible mistake.” The Knights of Labor are 
very much elated and claim that this means the 
association will join their organization. A vote 
is being taken on that move now, and while the 
result is kept very quiet, this action is thought 
So shew the drift of the balloting.

ANOTHER EFFORT TO BE MADE IN FAVOR 
OF THE MOVEMENT. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 3.--The eight-hour move- 
ment is not destined to rest, but will again agi- 
tate the labor world. The place of beginning 
will again be the Congress of Federated Trades, 


which meets at Columbus, Obio, next week, and 
the ball will be started by Edward Mulvaney, 
the delegate from the Chicago Trades Assembly, 
who will introduce a plan covering, as he thinks, 
most of the pomts which led to the failure of the 
last eight-hour movement. His plan will be for 
all trades having national organizations to adopt 
the eight-hour day in their particular trade 
in all parts of the country at the 
same time. The trades. can either act 
in concert or one after another as they see fit, 
the main point being that when eight hours is 
demanded in one city it shall be also demanded 
tall competing points, The co-operation of the 
nights of Labor, not asa whole but in the dis- 
tinet trades organized as such in that order, will 
also be requested in this plan. The second por- 
tion of Mr. Muivaney’s plan is for the trades to 
keep their wages exactly as they now are; that 
is, When the "nen work eigic houre to ask but 
eight hours’ pay, ailowing the genes of ab ad- 
yance to actiie itself by supp and demand. 
This will be particularly insisted upon as one of 
ige most important features of the Tmuovement. 




















































and is the theme of gossip in all the clubs, cafés, 
and places of public resort. For the last two 
days there has been great excitement here over 
the sale of tickets at the National Theatre 
for the atti season of five nights 
in January. The newspapers have published 
advertisements of the performances, and the 
crowd around the National Theatre has fairly 
blocked the streets. Police were required to 
preserve order among the throng, and it 
seemed as if the city had gone mad 
Over the expected advent of the great 
songstress. The price of boxes was $50 
a night, and seats $6. These were three times 
the ordinary prices, but had they been six times 
more all the seats would undoubtedly have been 
sold in a brief space. The ostensibe agent of 
Mr. Abbey who was conducting the sale of 
tickets wasaman giving his name as Mayer 
and claiming to be a brother of M. R. Mayer, 
Mr. Abbey’s friend and business associate. He 
had with him letters, one of which purported to 
be from Abbey, which he showed to Minister 
Manning and other people. The theatre had 
already been engaged for the Patti season 
by Edward W. Orrin, of the firm of Orrin 
Brothers, proprietors of an American circus 
here, who knows Mr. Mayer, of New-York, but 
as Mr. Orrin was overwhelmed with business re- 
garding the opening of his own entertainment, 
whichis a standard attraction here, he had no 
time to give to other matters, else the plot might 
possibly have been aetected. 

The advance agent had letters to some of the 
best known people here, and no one suspected 
the fraud. The sale of tickets began Thurs- 
day morning, people waiting at the theatre door 
from an early hour to get first choice. Among 
them were scores of the “gilded youth” of 
the city. Seats were bought in blocks, some 
persons paying $1,000 for boxes en masse. In 
the course of the day the box office had taken 
in $18,600, and on the previous day the sales 
amounted to $6,300, making the total cash sales 
$24,900. The Governor of the Federal district 
was somewhat suspicious, and sent to 
Mayer to find out if any one was re- 
sponsible for the large amount of money 
being taken from the public, but Mayer man- 
aged to avoid any act that would further excite 
suspicion. It is understood that every seat was 
taken for the whole five nights, but some well 
known persons, as 18 the custom here, did not 
pay in advance, but merely gave orders, so that 
the amount in cash actually taken as stated does 
not come up to half the seating capacity of the 
theatre for five nights. : 

Last night Mayer went to the Hotel Iturbide, 
where he lodged, accompanied by a policeman 
nominally appointed to guard him, but in reality 
to see that he deposited all the money in the 
hotel safe, In some ingenious way it is said 
that Mayer transferred over $20,000 in bills 
on the National Bank and Bank of London to 
the pockets of his overcoat and deluded the 
policeman into believing that all had been de- 
posited inthe safe. At all events this morning 
Mayer did not appear at the box office of the 
theatre, nor was he seen at the hotel. The safe 
was opened and there was found there only 
$4,300 in silver dollars, which, of course, could 
not be taken away. Now the authorities are 
looking for Mayer, and speculators are receiving 


as best they can the mock condolences of 
fmnends. It is said to be the _ biggest 
swindle of the kind ever known in this 
capital. People are saying the man was an 


American, but he spoke English with a marked 
foreign accent, and had a German cast of coun- 
tenance. 

This afternoon Mayer’s interpreter was ar- 
rested at Orizaba, whither it is said he had gone 
to make arrangements for excursion trains to 
this city. One theory is that Mayer has gone 
north by rail and diligence, and another is that 
he is secreted here until the matter 
blows. over. Some speculators who have sold 
their tickets at three times their cost price are 
not displeased; as they say they can retain the 
money.

A VERDIOI AGAINST BUTLER.

HE WILL APPEAL AND CLAIM A 
SET-OFF FOR SERVICES. 

Boston, Dec. 3.—Gen. B. F. Butler was 
beaten to-day in the suit brought against him by 
the National Soldiers’ Home, the jury after being 
out 40 minutes bringing in a verdict against the 
General for $16,537 50, the amount which it is 
claimed was not accounted for when he ceased 
to be Treasurer of the Home, with interest. Gen. 


Butler opened his defense this morning by 
giving a description of the method of gov-

ernment of the Home and the system of 
auditing accounts, claiming that his ac- 
counts as ‘Treauerer were audited and 


approved by the proper authorities. He toid 
how this $15,000, the sum at issue, was sent to 
Gen. Tilton and the purposes for which it was to 
be used, and said: “It was the policy of the 
Government to allow such of the inmates of the 
various branches of the Home as could work to 
do so, and means for so doing were provided at 
Togus by the establishment of a _ shoe 
shop. The use of $15,000 for this purpose 
having been authorized by the President of 
the United States, this sum was sent 
to Gen. Tilton, and credited by him to the ‘shoe 
shop account,’ which was not the correct way 
to enter it, as Mr. Camey, the expert account- 
ant who had charge of the books, notified him. 
It should have been credited tu the general ac- 
ccount of the Home. However, it had been ac- 
counted for by two drafts amounting to $15,000, 
given by the firm of Pitkin & Thomas, 
who had purchased shoes from the Togus 
shop. He had no intimation that any- 
thing was wrong until 1882, and he 
could not understand now how this $15,000 
could be charged against him. Still,if the jury 
should tind him liable for the money he should 
pay it. Heshouid still claim a set-off for the 
amount due for his services as Treasurer. His 
original intention was to render these services 
gratuitously and make po charge to his fellow- 
soldiers for disbursing the millions that passed 
through his hands, but after Congress took 
charge of the Homeand assumed the responsibil- 
ity of its management he was no longer working 
for his fellow-soldiers, but for the United States, 
and he should therefore have no hesitation in 
charging the Government for his services.” 

Gen. Butler called but one witness, and even 
this led to a spat between the General and Judge 
Carpenter, the Judge explaining that if Gen. 
Butler proved all that he offered to prove in his 
opening argument it would constitute no de- 
fense, and he would so instruct the jury. The 
General oftered to prove that he had paid over 
to the Home every dollar tnat came into his 
hands, and Judge Carpenter ruled that such evi- 
dence was irrelevant and could not be admitted. 
Gen. Butler took exception and rested his case. 

The court then instructed the jury, if they be- 
lieved the evidence, to find a. verdict for the 
plaintiff for $15,000 and interest from March, 
1885, There was no doubt from the evidence 
that Gen. Butler had failed to account for 
$15,000 in his accounts. It was another ques- 
tion whether he was bound to uccount for the 
money. It was too complicated a question for 
the jury, and he therefure ruled that the book- 


keeping puzzie must be solved in favor 
of the plaintiff and against ‘Mr. But- 
ler,” “as I understand that distinguished 


soldier prefers to be called in court. Let the 
jury distinctly understand, however,that nothing 
has been presented in this case which in the 
slightest degree refiects on the integrity of Mr. 
Butler or any one else.’ The case will now go to 
the United States Supreme Court on Gen. But- 
ler’s exceptions, 

After the verdict had been announced Gen. 
Butler said tosome of the bystanders “ i'll bet 
$5,000 thatthat verdict will not stand when the 
case gets before the United States Supreme 
Court. I have practiced law for 46 years and 
know 4 little something about it.”

HOPE FOR SOME IM- 

PORTANT BILLS. 

THE SENATE AN OBSTACLE IN THE WAY 
OF URGENT LAND LEGISLATION— 
ABOUT THE ATLANTA. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Representative 
Payson, of Illinois, one of the most vigorous and 
well informed advocates of the passage of land 
forfeiture and other bills for the securing of pub- 
lic lands to the uses of actnal settlers, does not 
look forward to the completion of much legisla- 
tion of the kind he is interested in during the 
short session. If there was as clear a prospect 
in the Senate as there is in the House of doing 
something the prospect would be more grati- 
fying to him and to others. There are some 
important bills in a half finished state. The bill 
to repeal the Pre-emption, Timber Culture, and 

Desert Land acts isin conference, having been 

modified by the Senate, andallof the bills for- 

feiting unearned land grants to railways have 
been reported to the House except the Ship 

Island bill. For reasons advanced to the com- 

mittee that bili was held back to give the rail- 

way company a chance to strike the first spade. 

It has net done anything during the recess, it is 

said, except to try to get rid of the lands 

at the somewhat nominal figure of 2 cents an 
acre, To all the members of the House Commit- 
tee on Public Lands the course of the Senate has 
been a constant stumblingblock. If it were not 
that frank criticism would be considered harsh 
language toward a very dignified body, the op- 
position of the Senators to forfeitures would be 


called special iaterference in behalf of bloated 
corporations, with a suspicion of lurking con- 
tingent fees. 

Another committee that does not expect to 
make @ great record is that on Territories. 
That committee has two Senate bills in its 
possession, one admitting Dakota as a State, 
and the other admitting Washington. Repre- 
sentative Symes, of Colorado, insisted last ses- 
sion on getting a vote on the Dakota Dill, 
but the Democrats voted solidly against re- 
porting it favorably or unfavorably. If the 
Democrats prefer any bills they will be those 
admitting Washington and Montana. They are 
apparently afraid that Dakota will not imme- 
diately express its thanks for admission by 
electing Democratic Senators, but express great 
hopes of securing Washington and Montana if 
they are admitted. p 

: 

Acting Judge-Advocate-General Lieber, of the 
army, is preparing to presentin their strongest 
light his views on the subject of courts-martial 
and sentences. Gen. Lieberis in favor of a sys- 
tem of punishment which will prevent favorit- 


ism or prejudice from having a large share in 
the result of trials. As these trials are now con- 
ducted no officer or soldier tried for an offense 
knows to what extent he will be punished 
if found guilty. A soldier convicted of 
drunkenness may be more seriously pun- 
ished than a deserter; it all depends 
upon the feeling of the court toward him. It is 
known that two soldiers convicted of drunken- 
ness by the same court have met with widely 
different fates—one was acquitted on a amped 
up technicality and the other sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment at hard labor. Gen. 
Lieber desires the enactment of a law that will 
specify the punishment for each grade of crime. 
In the event of the passage of such an act 
it will only be necessary for the culprit 
to attempt to disprove the charge preferred 
against him. He will not be compelled 
in addition to soften the hearts of his Judges in 
order to secure as light a punishment as poasible 
when proved guilty. Gen. Lieber will, through 
the Secretary of War, endeavor to secure the 
needed legisiation during the coming session of 
Congress. Heis of the opinion that desertion 
is often the result of knowledge on the part of 
the soldier thatit his commanding officers get 
their hands on him, no matter tor what offense, 
he will receive the most severe sentence known 
to the service. If the punishments are graded 
or classified according to the ofienses there will 
be removed at least one cause for discontent in 
the army. 
wt 

Chief Engineer Loring says that the failures of 
the Atlanta are inalarge degree due to the in- 
difference of the firemen. “It is impossible,” 


said the Chief Engineer this afternoon, ‘‘to get 
the best work out of a regularly enlisted fireman. 
A vessel should never be tried by the Govern- 
ment. The contractor should see that the ves- 
se] constructed by him reaches the required stand- 
ard. He has everything at stake, and can 
afford to offer inducements to his men. It 
makes a great difference when the men have 
areward held out tothem. The contractor can 
say, ‘I will give you each $5 in case the trial is 
a success,’ but the naval engineers cannot. An- 
other drawback is that the naval engineers are 
too conservative. Allthey seem to care foris 
that nothing breaks while they are on hand. 
The contractors men would make the thing go 
no matter how hot any of the bearings became, 
and the danger of a break or explosion would 
not deter them from keeping up _ steam. 
The Atlanta will be all right, however. 
She wil) reach 3,500 horse power without any 
trouble. Ihave recommended a few alterations 
to the machinery. A more sensitive water valve 
is needed and a separator, something no modern 
vessel should be without. With these few 
changes the machinery will be in first-class con- 
dition, and her performance dyring the trial 
trip which will follow the completion of the al- 
terations will be entirely satisfactory, Iam con- 
fident.” The recommendations of Chief Engi- 
neer Loring have been referred to the Naval 
Advisory Board.

The bureau officers of the Navy Department 
do not ali favor the discharge of civilian ship 
keepers and watchmen at the navy yards, Some 


of them contend that the marines are the most 
untrustworthy people connected with the Gov- 
ernment service. More than half the naval 
courts-martial ordered are for the trial of ma- 
rines fcr shirking guard duty. Besides, the dis- 
charged men have held their places for many 
years, and almost without exception are veteran 
seamen. Itis thought that the change may be 
found to be a mistake as soon as the marines be- 
gin to work at watch duty.

First Controller Durham has written a letter 
to the Hon. 8. 8. Cox, in reply to a letter from 
that gentleman asking him to decide at what 


date he can begin drawing salary as a member 
of Congress, to which office he was elected in 
November last to fill the unexpired term of Mr. 
Pulitzer, and also to decide whether he is enti- 
tled to draw that portion of the salary as a Rep- 
resentative which had accrued prior to 
Oct. 29, when his resignation as Minis- 
ter to Turkey was accepted, and to which 
time he had drawn salary as such. Judge 
Durham in his letter says: ** Up to Oct. 29 you 
were entitled to and were drawing but one sal- 
ary; from that date until you were elected to 
Congress you held no office, and consequently 
could draw no salary. Under section 51 of the 
Revised Statutes, relating to the pay of Con- 
gressmen elected to fill vacancies, you are en- 
titled to draw your salary as a member 
of Congress from the time the salary of 
your predecessor ceased, which was some time 
previous to the time to which you were paid 
your salary as Minister. While you are entitled 
to draw your salary as member of Congress for a 
portion of the time during which you also drew 
asalary as Minister to Turkey, you were not 
holding two oflices at the same time and drawing 
pay for both, which would seem to be 
prohibited by section 765, Revised Statutes; 
but you are entitled to draw such salary as 
member of Congress by reason of the manner 
of fixing the time when the salary of a mem- 
ber elected, as you have been, to fill a vacancy, 
shallcommence. Congressin its discretion may 
fix the time when an ofticer shall commence 
drawing his salary, provided his predecessor has 
ceased to draw the same, and as Congress has 
so provided in section 51, you will be entitled 
after you have been sworn into oftice, to draw 
your salary as member from the time when 
your predecessor ceased to draw his salary.”

CRASHES AMONG BROKERS. 


ANOTHER DAY OF GREAT EXCITEMENT 
IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—The crash which 
every sensible man knew was to come in the 
stock market has arrived, and Pine-street and 
Pauper-alley are filled with brokers and operat- 
ors who have lost their all. The heavy failures 
yesterday were supplemented by others soon 
after business opened this morning, and in a 
short time a regular panic setin. W. L. Duncan 
was the first broker to go under this morning, 
with liabilities amounting to about $30,000. R. 
F. Morrow, one of the heaviest operators in the 


street, was the next, but no approximate esti- 
mate of his liabilities has been given. Some sa 
they are nearly $1,000,000. Then followed 
Mackenzie for $100,000. Next came R. C. Hook- 
er for $100,000, followed by Kullman & Co. for 
a large sum. 

Strangely enough, notwithstanding these fail- 
ures, — for stocks held well up and some 
were higher than at the closing of the previous 
day. The big board held no afternoon session, 
but at the rooms of the Pacific Stock Board there 
was a scene rarely witnessed. Galleries and 
lobbies were crowded with women, some with 
babes in their arms, some crying, some ltaugh- 
ing, but most with woebegone expressions, as if 
they had lost all hope. ‘There is a vast differ- 
ence between the manner of stock speculation 
here and in New-York. Among the best custom- 
ers of the brokers here are washwomen, board- 
inghouse keepers, &c., and when such excite- 
ment is seen as now, streets and brokers’ offices 
are crowded with them. 

Although prices are still bolstered up, there is 
absolutely no foundation for the boom, and 
when the final crash comes, as it is absolutely 
certain to do in afew days, the failures of the 
past few days will only be a drop in the 
bucket. 

Members of the firm of Frankel Brothers, who 
failed at Virginia City yesterday for $1,000,000, 
left town on foot and are now hiding in the hills 
in the vicinity. Their lives would not be worth 
a minute’s purchase if the creditors caught 
them, as it is reported that an immense amount 
of coin was taken from their office secretly just 
before the failure. 
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FIGHTING FOR A JUDGESHIP. 





A TRIAL GOING ON BEFORE 
WITHOUT A JUDGE. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 3.—A rather anom- 
alous state of affairs exists in the Law and Equity 
Court of this city. There are two gentlemen 
each of whom claims to be the lawful Judge of 
the tribunal, yet the court is now running 
without any Judge presiding. Judge W. O. 


Harris was appointed by Gov. Knott to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Judge 
Simrall. Col. Sterling B. Toney offered him- 
self as a candidate for the Judgeship, claim- 
ing that the appointment of Judge Har- 
ris did not extend beyond the next 
general election. He received some 14,000 
votes, and soon afterward brought suit in the 
Jefferson Court of Common Pleas to legally de- 
termine his rights. Last week Judge Field sus- 
tained the demurrer of the defendant to plaint- 
ifs petition, and the cause will be transferred 
to the Court of Appeals for final adjudication. 
There is now pending in the Law and Equity 
Court the suit of O’Connor & McCullough against 
The Henderson Bridge Company, in which a 
considerable sum is involved. Judge Harris has 
been too ili for several days to preside, and by 
consent of the attorneys for each side the case has 
gone on as if he were present, the jury listening 
patiently to the reading of depositions. Judge 
Bruce, an attorney for the defense, by consent 
oceupied the seat of the Judge, but naturally he 
does not assume to exercise any of that offi- 
cial’s functions. To-day a point arose about 
which the attorneys differed, and _ the 
proceedings were brought to a_ standstill 
while an attorney for each side visited the resi- 
dence of Judge Harris, where the matter at 
issue was stated to and decided by him, and 
after the return of the attorneys the hearing pro- 
ceeded. Thisis probably the only time in his- 
tory when the business of a court has proceeded 
smoothly and satisfactorily without the presence 
of a presiding officer.

WEEDING OUT THE JURORS 


A WEEK OF CATECHISING 

AND MORE OF IT TO COME. 

AGAIN M’QUADE FACES TWELVE MEN 
SUPPOSED TO BE GOOD AND TRUE 
WHEN COURT ADJOURNS. 


One hundred and eighty-three men have 
been examined in the Court of General Sessions 
in order to secure the dozen men who sat in the 
jury box yesterday afternoon when Recorder 
Smyth adjourned court until Monday morning 
at 11 o’clock. Those dozen men will then meet 
in Part II. of the court, a room on the third 
story, where the sifting process will be con- 
tinued until ex-Alderman Arthur J. McQuade is 
satisfied to trust his fate to the 12 men in the 
jury box. His counsel announced that he was 
content to do so at one time yesterday, but 
after that the State challenged four men, and 
probably left him so dissatisfied with the dozen 
that his counsel will try to make some substitu- 
tions. 


Here are some figures of interest in connection 
with the week’s work which has resulted in the 
temporary selection of 12 jurors. Five panels 
of 50 each had been drawn in order to furnish 
the 183 men examined. Of tne 183 there have 


heen 32 who were decided fit to occupy places in 
the hg box. One of these didn’t get a chance 
to sit there, however, because the District At- 
torney interposed a peremptory challenge in bis 
case. Two of the 32 men were selected on Mon- 
day, 8 on Tuesday, 7 on Wednesday, 8 on Thurs- 
day, and 7 yesterday. The number of talesmen 
examined on Monday were 35, on Tuesday, 
36; on Wednesday, 35; on Thursday, 39, 
and yesterday, 38. Of the 32 chosen, 
1l have been’ peremptorily challenged 
by the State, 7 by the defense, and 2 have 
been excused by the court—one on a physician’s 
certificate and one because his home had been 
burned out after he was selected as a juror. The 
seat of the foreman has been occupied by three 
different men, No. 2 by two, No. 3 by four, No. 4 
by one, No. 5 by three, No. 6 by one, No.7 by 
three, No. 8 by four, No.9 by three, No. 10 by 
three, No. 11 by three, and No. 12 by but one. 
Two of the dozen that were leftin the box last 
night were selected on Tuesday, two on Wednes- 
day, one on Thursday, and the remaining seven 
yesterday.

In several of 
these cases it was easy work to secure temporary 
substitutes at least. 

Printer Gillis, who was the first man chal- 
lengea by the defense, had his place filled by 
George K. Davis, a dealer in liquors, who had 
formed an opinion in this case, but thought he 
could give McQuade a fair trial. Mr. Davis’s 
name Was the first one that was drawn from the 
lotin Clerk Hall’s box. Then six men were ex- 
amined before another juror was secured to take 
Broker Burrill’s place. The choice finally fell 
upon George W. Mahistedt, a grocer doing busi- 
ness at No. 382 Seventh-avenue. He hadn’t fol- 
lowed newspaper accounts of the Broadway 
scandal very carefully, but he had read and 
heard enough to form an opinion—one that was 
not strong enough to prevent him from trying 
McQuade fairly. So he took a seat in the front 
row, where he could see the accused very 
plainly. 

It was necessary to examiue eight men before 
Louis Rafiloer was selected to take Ogden D. 
Budd’s place in the second chair on the back 
row. Mr. Rafiioer is the heavy weight of the 

panel, has a pleasant, intelligent face, and a 
ead surmounted by a mass of curly hair. He is 
an importer of notions, with an office at No. 384 
Broadway. He has not given particular atten- 
tion to the case, and so has no decided opinion 
one way or the other as to McQuade’s guilt or 
innocence. ‘ 

When he had taken his seat the defense an- 
nounced themselves satisfied with the dozen men 
in the box. Then the District Attorney was dis- 
satisfied, and he began weeding out again, a 
proceeding which aroused Gen. Tracy’s pugnaci- 
ty. He _——— when the State challenged 
Charies D. Warren, and claimed that tne State 
had no right to challenge after they had an- 
nounced themselves as content Recorder 
Smyth, however, em differently, and said 
they had a right to challenge up to the moment 
that the jury was sworn. 

So the selection of a substitute for Mr. Warren 
was made in the person of James W. Pratt, a 
printer, and the little man of the panel. He had 
an opinion, but it wouldn’t interfere with his 
rendering a verdict on the evidence. He hasiron- 
gray tufts of hair on either side of his bald head, 
and similar tufts on each side of his face, but 
he has no mustache. 

When he was comfortably seated Henry 
Dazian had to pick up his big fur-trimmed over- 
coat and leave the box. Gen. Tracy didn’t like 
to lose him apparently, for he protested most 
vigorously to this peremptory challenge, ob- 
jecting tu it because Dazian was in the box when 
the District Attorney announced himself as con- 
tent with the lot. Recorder Smyth held that his 
former ruling applied in this case also, and Gen. 
Tracy had to be satisfied with an exception. But 
he asked that the oath be administered to the 
eleven men in the box, so that none of the rest 
could be challenged. Recorder Smyth expressed 
a willingness to accommodate the General, but 
the District Attorney wasn’t willing, and no 
oath was administered. 

Charles H. Hinds, a spectacled manufacturer 
of electrical goods, took Mr. Dazian’s place after 
he had been thoroughly examined and had ex- 

ressed a belief that he could give a conscien- 
ious verdict without allowing his opinion to in- 
terfere with it. An opinion he had formed had 
been impaired by McQuade’s first trial and its 
outcome, and he really needed testimony on the 
witness stand to help him form a new and de- 
cided one. 

Coal Dealer Frederick Wagner, who has had 
business dealings with several of the indicted 
Aldermen, was then excused by the people’s at- 
torneys. Manasseh L. Goldman, a reai estate 
agent, didn’t get his seat because he 
didn't understand “high grammar’ in Eng- 
lish. Neither did Sigmund Lorsch, because 
Mr. Newcombe announced that he was to be 
used as @ witness for the defense. Adolph Libko 
a cigar dealer with three stores down town and 
a prejudice against informers, got the seat, be- 
cause his opinions and prejudices were not auch 
as would prevent him trom rendering an honest 
verdict. 

Absalom K. Vail, who had occupied the fore- 
man’s seat during the day, was the last man 
challenged by the State. His place was secured, 
after eight men had been decided incompetent 
to take it, by Henry Ottenberg, of the cigar man- 
ufacturing tirm of 8. Ottenberg & Brothers, at 
No. 340 East Twenty-third-street. He formed 
an opinion as to the whole batch of Aldermen 
just after the Jaehue trial, and had held it ever 
since. Nevertheless he believed he could lay 
that on aside andtry McQuade entirely 
upon the merits of the testimony, 

His acceptance as a juror filled the box, and 
then, after having warned them not to talk with 
any one about the case, the dozen selected men 
were sent to their homesto remain until Monday 
morning, When they are to reappear in court 
and be a passed upon. They’li have to con- 
duct themselves pretty carefully during the in- 
terim, for all they do will be reported to the 
District Attorney by the detectives who will 
watch them. The State still has nine perempto- 
ry challenges at its disposal and the defense 
thirteen, so the final composition of the jury is 
still a matter of considerable uncertainty. 

A story was published last evening to the ef- 
fect that Mrs. bai i the widow of the Al- 
derman who was Chairman of the Railroad Com- 
mittee of the ‘“boodle” Board of Alderman of 
1884, and at whose house the members of the 
“combine” are saidto have met to perfect the 
illicit combination, had “skipped” to avoid be- 
ing called as a witness in the McQuade trial.

80 
thoroughly etticient are these methods that Mr. 
Jarvis does not expect that the contagion will 
reach the great empire of the south at all. 
Between it and the infected district lies 
the republic of Uruguay, and there lies 
the greatest danger to Brazil. Fortunately for 
her and for the countries to the north there is no 
inland means of communication, and the com- 
munication by water is under the eyes of very 
watchful customs officers. Quarantine against 
all vessels from Buenos Ayres or other ports in 
the infected districts was established on the Ist 
of November, and when Minister Jarvis started 
north was being most vigorously enforced at all 
Brazilian ports. 

Uruguay has a strict quarantine not only at 
its seaports, but all along the line of the eastern 
braneh cf the Rio dela Plata, which stream is 
its western boundary, so as to prevent peuple 
fleeing from the plague from coming into its 
territory. Some years ago, when a like cholera 
scourge existed in the Argentine Republic, 
Uruguay adopted asystem of interior quarantine 
which kept the disease out of its territory. 
A division of the army was stretched along 
the bank of the Plata River and sentinels 
patrolled it for miles to kecp intruders away. lt 
is said in Brazil that numbers of people were 
shot by these sentinels for refusing to obey 
orders and keep on their own side of the river. 
Whether such a system of sentinels has yet been 
established, Mr. Jarvis does not know, but ex- 
pects that this course will be pursued. 

The cholera was confined to the territory about 
Buenos Ayres when Mr. Jarvis left Rio, and was 
brought there, in his opinion, by Italian immi-

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SATLORY GREAT HARDSHIP 


TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OF THE 
OREWS OF VARIOUS VESSELS. 
MANY LAK& AND RIVER CRAFT DRIVEN 
ASHORE OVERWEIGHTED WITH ICE 
AND WITH FROST-BITTEN CREWS, 

CuicaGo, Dec. 3.—Anxiety in marine cir- 
les about the safety of sail and steam vesseis 
which were probably exposed to Wednesday 
night’s fearful gale has been increased by their 
failure to appear at any port or harbor of refuge, 
and some of them, itis feared, have been lost. 
The Captain of the schooner Lake Forest, which 
eraerged from the storm early yesterday morn- 
ing crippled and almost helpless, says it was a 
terrific gale. The Lake Forest was about 40 miles 
out of Muskegon when it began, and almost be- 
fore her sails could be shortened the seas were 
running mountains high and washing clear over 
her deck load. The foresail stood the blast less 
than five minutes, when it went completely out 
of the bolt ropes, and then the headsail, jibs, 
and staysails went one by one, until the vessel 
was little better than a wreck. “ We began to 
drift to leeward at a rate that threatened to 
parry us all to destruction in a few hours,” the 
Captain said, “but our sailors are all brave 





fellows, and by hard work they managed 
to rig up enough headsail to give us 
a slant toward the west shore. Even then 


we were not out of danger. The vessel 


rolled worse than ever, and finally her deck load 
went by the board, nearly carrying two sailors 
withit. Every sea that boarded us froze about 
US as s00n as it touched the decks, and it was not 
long before we were overweighted with ice. The 
men endured more hardship and suffering last 
night than they ever will again perhapsif they 
live to be 100 years old. The wind was bitter 
cold, and as we all had to throw off our heaviest 
clothing, such as overcoats, to insure safety in 
crawling around on the deck load, every blast 
seemed to penetrate to our very marrow.” The 
Forest was covered with ice from her cross-trees 
down when she arrived. 

Last Tuesday the schooner Ray 8. Farr left 
Muskegon for Chicago with a load of slabs. On 
Wednesday afternoon she went ashore on the 
beach near Michigan City, Ind.,and her crew 
reached this port this morning. The wind was 
blowing stiffly from the northwest when she left 
Muskegon and there was a moderate sea running, 
but it was thought that Chicago harbor could 
easily be made with the wind as it then was. 
All went well until Wednesday morning jusi as 
Chicago harbor was sighted. Just then the wind 
freshened up toa gale and veered to the west- 
ward, The vessel had been laying up tolerably 
close and the change in the wind made it 
Impossible for her to keep on _ her 
course for Chicago. The wind grew 
more fierce and the cold more intense 
until every apo of spray that struck the vessel 
froze as it fell, gradually loading the vessel 
down on her lee side until she was nearly on her 
beam ends, and her sails were solid sheets of ice, 
two or three inches in thickness, and totally un- 
manageable. The sea began to rise and run from 
the north, and every wave broke over the vessel, 
now so loaded with ice that she wasalmost hull 
down in the water. South Chicago was sighted, 
but the crew were unable to do anything toward 
guiding their vessel, and she drifted help- 

essly by. A determined effort was made 
by the crew to get in the stiff, frozen 
canvas, and it was brought down, though 
the sails were broken_in pieces as they 
‘were folded on the deck. By this time the crew 
of the vessel were almost dead from exhaustion. 
They had been on deck all night long, and were 
covered with the frozen spray. Several of the 
men were badly frost bitten, and Capt. Granzo, 
who had stuck to his post in the icy wire rigging 
keeping a lookout for shore and giving orders to 
his brave men on deck, was in a pitiful condi- 
tion. His nose, ears, tingers, and tees were 
frozen, and he was completely encased in ice. 
As his vessel drifted past South Chicago the Cap- 
tain saw. that all hopes of making a harbor 
were gone, and he determined to put his vessel 
Ddefore the wind and beach her in the sand near 
Michigan City. This was done about 2:30 
olock. The vessel struck the bar about seven 
miles this side of that town. She grounded on 
the bar, and the next moment a tremendous 
wave came down on her, sweeping her over the 
par and drenching her with water from stem to 
stern. Another bar lay beyond, and the schooner 
struck again and was once more carried over b 

another wave, which froze as it struck and left 
the vessel little more than a mammoth iceberg. 
The schooner struck on the beach, but it is very 
sloping at this point, and the crew 
were still a long distance from _ shore, 
The awlboat was lewered, but was 
immediately struck by a cake of ice and 
swamped. The tackle still held and the boat 
was regained, and the crew managed to crawl 
into her and make their way through the float- 
ing ice to the shore, where, almost dead from 
exposure, they were cared for by the viliagers 
in the neighborhood. Themen were in a terrible 
condition, and the medical force of the vicinity 
was kept busy in attending to the numerous 
frost bites. Capt. Granzo’s injuries were the 
most severe, his fingers being perfectly black. 
They were lanced, and it is ho that his hands 
will be saved. The crew were cared for until 
last evening, when they left for Chicago, arriv- 
Ing here as before stated. The Farr is on the 
beach, and is now completely surrounded by ice. 

The report reaches here that 240 carloads of 
live stock are in danger of freezing on the 
Btreator branch of the Chicago, Burlingten and 

uincy Railroad. The bridge over Fox River is 

roken and a number of trains have been com- 
pelled to await the repairing of it. The trains 
should have been atthe stock yards at 7 o'clock 
this morning. 


St. Louis, Dec. 3.—Eight negro rousta- 
bouts, part of the crew of the river steamer 
Mattie Bell, arrived at the Union Station last 
night with badly frozen hands, fect, and faces. 
They had been working on the boat at Pearl 
Isle, on the Illinois River, all day Tuesday and 
Wednesday during the blizzard and became so 
badly frozen that they were sent by rail to this 
city with instructions to apply for admission at 
the Marine Hospital. Four of their number are 
in such a serious condition that their hands and 
feet will have to be amputated. 


Rockport. Mass., Dec. 3.—The fishin 
Rchooner Nellie Florence, of this port, anchore 
in the bay yesterday, being unable to reach port 
on account of the wind. She was seen to drag 
vr part her cable and drift to sea in the after- 
noon and has not since been seen. Much anx- 
iety is felt for her safety. She is a small vessel, 
and carried only one day’s provisions, which 
must have been nearly exhausted when she went 
adrift’ The crew consisted of Capt. Joseph 
Martin and three seamen, all residents of Rock- 
port, whose families anxiously await tidings of 
the missing vessel, 


CHATHAM, Mass., Dec. 3.—The vessel be- 
fore reported ashore ontHandkerchief Shoalis a 
brig. She dragged down from the westward this 
morning. Boats from the town and from the 
Monomoy Life Station were unable to reach 
ner. They will make another attempt to-morrow 
if the gale moderates. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 3.—There are five 
inches of ice in the canal and a few boats which 
did not get through yesterday are fast for the 
season. All boats on the Champlain Canal came 
through in time. 


Troy, N. Y., Dec. 8.—Thirteen canal 
boats are frozen in between here and Little 
Falls, They are loaded with grain for New- 
York. A State tug is at work this afternoon, 
and it is hoped that the boats will be got through 
to tidewater. 


PovuGukerpsin, N. Y., Dec. 3.—The cold 
continues and a heavy wind has prevailed all 
day, compelling sail vessels to anchor. Western 
trains are delayed from one to twoand a half 
hoursand roofs of cars have heavy layers of 
snow onthem. There have been snow squalls 
in the Catskills. All day reports from the forest 
homes of the lumbermen show that the logging 
season has opened because of the deep snows in | 
the mountains.

Oswneo, N. Y., Dec. 3.—The details of the 
loss of the schooner Ariadne and three of her 
erew, near Woodville yesterday, form a most 
pitiful story of suffering and heroism. The 


Ariadne left Bath, Ontario, Friday, Nov. 26, | 


‘with 10,000 bushels of barley for Oswego. She 
eatried a crew of six men, consisting of Capt. 
Hugh McKay and Mate 8. McKay, father of the 
Captain; Maurice Young, and Thomas Oox, of 
Toronto; Charles Dean, of Shannonville, and 
Edward Mulligan, of Picton. Owing to the 
bad weather the vessel was forced to run 
back to South Bay for shelter, where she 
remained until Wednesday, when she started 
again for Oswego. Tne weather was fine until 
she got well out into the lake, when a heavy gale 
and a blinding snew set in. When within sight 
of Oswego Light the storm increased in fury. 
The jib was blown away and the crew discovered 
that there was three feet of water in the hold 
and the pumps frozen up. They found it impos- 
sible to make Oswego Harbor, although passing 
near enough to see the rockets sent up by 
the life crew and hear the tugs whis- 
tling. The steering gear became nearly use- 
less. The main boom was carried away 
andthe sails blown to pieces, The schooner 
drifted down into Mexico Bay, and the vessel 
being nearly full of water, to prevent founder- 
ing she was headed for the beach and struck 
upon a reef about a mile from shore. She pound- 
ed on the reef until 5 o'clock ew morning 
when the big waves washed her in toward the 
beach until within about 200 yards of the shore. 
The vessel began to go to pieces. The crew got 
into the rigging, but the mainmast was carried 
away, ‘and they barely escaped going with 
it. A big wave washed Capt. McKay 
overboard. fone rest of the crew then got to- 
gether on the bow, and soon that was the only 
part of the vessel out of water, and every wave 
swept clean overit. The weather was intensely 
cold and the men suffered terribly from the ex- 
posure. About 8 o’clock Charles Dean sank dead 
upon the deck, and two hours afterward the 
Captain’s father also succumbed. In the mean- 
time the situation of the vessel had been ob- 
+ ratio on shore and word was sent tothe Big 
dy Life Station. The life crew with the as- 
sistance of other men succeeded in hauling the 
apparatus to the scene of the wreck, 
five miles distant. The work of rescuing 


the survivors was attended with great peril, but 
finally one by one they were drag ed from the 
icy wreck into the lifeboat and safely landed on 
shore. It was not until late in the afternoon 
that this was accomplished, and the three res- 
cued men, who had been for 20 hours exposed 
to the freezing seas, were nearly exhausted. 
They were kindly cared for by the poopie living 
near, and after an hour or two revived, except- 
ing Mulligan, who was unconscious for several 
hours, but pao recovered, While the men 
were on the wreck a large crowd gathered on 
the beach, but they were unable to devise any 
means of reaching the sufferers until the arrival 
of the life crew. 


A HEARTLESS BIGAMIST. 


HOW DE WITT PIPER GOT RID OF ONE 
WIFE AND ABUSED ANOTHER. 

LOWELL, Mass., Dec. 3.—A peculiarly ag- 
gravated case of bigamy has come tolight. A 
little more than a year ago a man calling him- 
self Charles C, Fletcher and professing to be a 
devout. Christian and also very wealthy, married 
Miss Chamberlain, a daughter of Charles Cham- 
berlain, of this city. In a very short time he 
was arrested for threatening his wife’s life. He 
was committed to jail, where he attempted sui- 
cide by hanging himself with his suspenders. 


When he got out he sued Mr. Chamberlain for 
libel. He then left the city. Since that 
time his record has been investigated and a 
former wife has been found and brought to 
Lowell. His real name is De Witt Piper, and his 
first wife tells a very sorrowful tale of his mis- 
doings. Piper married his first wife, whose 
name was Elizabeth Gilligan, in Ingersoll, Ox- 
ford County, Ontario. Within a few weeks he 
robbed her relatives and was kicked out of doors. 
His wife followed him to Sandford, a neighbor- 
ing town. Then Piper sold off his furniture, 
which had been paid for by his wife's 
earnings, and purchased an orchard at 
Chillicothe, Ohio. The trip was made 
from Canada in the dead of Winter and 
the patient wife suffered untold hardships. Be- 
fore they were fairly settled Piper pulled up 
stakes and started for Canada again. Next he 
turned up at Dr. Walker’s hygienic institution 
at Reading, Penn., where he received medical 
treatment which his wife paid for by performing 
housework, Tiring of hygiene he hurried off to 
New-York, and became very solicitous about the 
health of her mother in Ireland and insisted 
upon her going there.

AN ENGINEER KILLED: 


COLLISION CAUSED BY ANOTHER ENGI- 
NEER’S MISCALCULATIONS. 

A miscalculation caused a collision on the 
Brooklyn branch of the Long Island Railroad 
yesterday afternoon which restilted in the death 
of one man and the serious injury of another. 
Just before 2 o’clock a “ drill” engine in charge 
of Engineer James Barker switched two dirt 
cars on a side track about 150 feet above the 
Flatbush-avenue station to make room for rapid 
transit No. 107, which was coming slowly into 
the station. But the “drill” engine was not 
sent far enough back on the side track, and when 
the rapid transit train endeavored to pass the 


cab of the engine struck the protruding water 
tank of the *‘ driller.”

| very slowly, the force of the collision was suti- 


cient to crush in the side of the cab pinning En- 

ineer Thomas Gurnell against the boiler and 
throwing Fireman Peter L. Bullwinkle to the 
ground. The shock to the train, which con- 
sisted of but one car, was very slight, and none 
of the 50 passengers were injured. Gurnell was 
badly a about the lowerlimbs and was 
almost disemboweled. He died on the way to 
the Homeopathic Hospital. He was 29 years of 
age, unmarried, had been in the employ of the 
road for about five years, and was considered a 
trustworthy man, reman Bullwinkle had his 
right leg broken and was badly scalded about 
the hips, but his wounds are not dangerous. 
An investigation will be held as soon as possible, 
but no arrests are expected. Engineer Barker 
has admitted that he did not back his engine 
far enough, but said he thought that he had al- 
lowed plenty of room for the rapid transit train 
to pass. 


OFFICER BRADY'S FALL. 








A “NIGHT. OFF” AND COPIOUS LIBA- 
TIONS BRING SUDDEN RUIN. 

Patrolman John J. Brady, of the Eigh- 
teenth Precinct, was appointed on the police 
force about 18 months ago. He is a good-look- 
ing, intelligent young man, and until yesterday 
there has never been a blemish on his record. 

On Thursday Brady had a “night off,” and in 
the company of friends celebrated his holiday 
by drinking much more than he was accustomed 
to. Early yesterday morning he entered a tene- 
ment house at No. 331 First-avenue, and, stag- 


gering up the stairs, proceeded to fire his re- 
volver at a couple of women who objected to his 
entrance to their rooms. This naturally dis- 
pleased the other tenants. One of them dis- 
armed the oificer and quietly threw him down 
stairs. Then the officer went home, apparently 
grieved. 

Capt. Clinchy, to whom the case was reported, 
found Brady in bed asleep. He said he remem- 
bered nothing of the occurrences narrated, but 
when taken to the tenement house he was 
identified as the sanguinary intruder by a 


dozen witnesses. So he was escorted to 
Police Headquarters. Superintendent Mur- 
ray suspended him from duty and _or- 


dered him under arrest. The accused officer 
was taken to the East Twenty-second-street 
police station and locked up. Friends came and 
ofiered bail, but Capt. Clinchy refused it. Then 
they hunted up Police Justice Kilbreth, who 
went to the (entral Office last evening, and, 
after hearing the facts, accepted William Padian 
as security in $1,000 for the oificer’s appear- 
ance in the Yorkville Police Court this morning.

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WILSON’S LIES EXPLODED 


STRONG EVIDENOR THAT HE 
IS NOT MOEN’S SON. 

COL. RICE FINDS HIS BIRTHPLACE AND 
THE DOCTOR WHO ATTENDED MRS. 
WILSON AT HIS BIRTH. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 3.—Levi Wilson’s 
sensational disclosure has been most thoroughly 
exploded. A TIMES correspondent saw Col. W. 
W. Rice, Philip L. Moen’s senior counsel, at 
Worcester to-day, and learned from him that 
he had found the doctor who attended Mrs. 
Wilson when Levi was born, and that the doctor 
had made his deposition. Even the house in 
which Wilson was born in Oxford has been posi- 
tively identified, although it has been moved 
from the place in which it then stood. Col. Rice 
says the secret which Mr. Moen so heedlessly 
and expensively paid for is of little or no conse- 
quence, but now that it has been dearly bought 
he will keep it to himself. It does not affect Mr. 
Moen’s character in the slightest, and, even as 
insignificant as the story is, it is not founded on 
the truth. 

80 willing was Col, Rice to have the real truth 
come out that at the last trial of the Wilson- 
Moen case he purposely examined Mr. Moen 
down to the point where blackmail was set 
forth, and there left him for Wilson’s counsel to 
cross-examine. One question would have 
brought it out, but with the disclosure would 
have come the truth that the counsel knew the 
case was based upon blackmail. The question 
was not asked because the counsel dared not put 
it to Mr. Moen. It was in Wilson’s counsel’s 
province to let the whole world know the story 
which Wilson had told to Moen and which ht so 
foolishly listened to, but as the counsel did not 
see fit to disclose the secret Mr. Moen would not 
do 80 now. 

Mr. Rice is preparing a history of Wilson’s life 
in the form of aftidavits, and when the revord is 
completed the alleged son of Philip L. Moen will 
nave nothing to stand upon but his own bad rec- 
cord. 

Mrs. Bradford, who formerly resided in Ux- 
bridge, told ‘fun Timks’s correspondent that when 
herdaughter was between 15 and 16 years old 
Wilson became her landlord by purchasing the 
house she livedin. She was a soldier’s widow 
and the mother of four children. Wilson was 
then living with Hattie Engley, and was sup- 
posed to be the latter’s husband. Mrs. Bradford 
worked in the mill at North Uxbridge, and one 
day while she was thus employed Wilson be- 
trayed her daughter under promise of marriage, 
telling her that Hattie Engley was not his wife, 
and that he would marry her as soon as he 
got rid of the Engleys. The girl believed in him, 
was bewildered by his — of money and 
protestations of love, and fell avictim to his 
passion. Three months later the betrayal was 
discovered and Wilson was arrested. The mat- 
ter was compromised by the payment of a cer- 
tainsum of money by Wilson. Mrs. Bradford 
says that once Wilson became angry because an- 
other young man saw her daughter home from 
Sunday school, and he drew a pistol and aimed 
it at her daughter. Mrs. Bradford knocked the 
weapon from his hand. She knew Wilson’s fam- 
ily welland had often heard Mrs. Wilson call 
Levi her son. 

In spite of the absolute certainty of the place 
and date of Wilson’s birth, of the fact that one of 
his sisters declares he is her own brother and the 
son of the late Jonas Wilson, of the fact that an- 
other sister declined to indorse his story in any 
particular, and of the fact that he was born long 
before Moen married Miss Washburn, Wilson 
had the nerve to-day to stand up and reiterate 
that he was Moen’s son by his first wife, and to 
declare that 75 per cent. of the matter brought 
out and pertaining to his birth was absolutel 
false. He repudiates official records, the attend- 
ing physician, the neighbors, and his own sisters. 
In this city he is regarded as a monumental liar, 
and no credence is placed in his alleged disclos- 


ure. 

ANSONIA, Conn., Dec. 3.—A sister of 
“Doc” Wilson lives about two and a half miles 
from this town, at Derby Neck, on what is 
known as the Stone Lounge Farm. Her hus- 
band’s name is William A. Downs. A visitor to 
the place this morning found Mr. and Mrs. 
Downs keenly alive to the story but reticent. 
Mrs. Downs has lived in this neighborhood since 
her marriage. Downs said he knew the truth as 
to Wilson’e relationship to Moen, but he refused 
to verify the published accounts. He didn’t 
want his family to be mixed up in the case. 
Mrs. Downs has a sister, Mrs. Miranda Young, 
livingin Danielsonville; a brother, William, in 
Rockville, and a mother and sister in East 
Thompson. Downs is a very keen man. He j 
manufactures a liniment, lives in a good house, 
and does not work hard. His neighbors think he 
has received money from some other source than 
his business. ‘‘ Doc” Wilson never worked in 
this vicinity. Mrs. Downs is quite ill. Downs 
said he would tell what he knew when the 
proper time came. 

J. D. Drown, an expressman between Ansonia 
and New-Haven, knows “Doc” Wilson well. 
They resided in the town of Atawaugan, Wind- 
ham County, for several years and saw each 
other frequently. This was years ago when 
“ Doc” was a boy. There were several brothers 
Mr. Drown said, and there could be no mistaké 
in ** Doc’s” eo cae All the Wilson children 
looked alike and bore the family impress 
stamped plainly in their face. If Wilson was 
Moen’s son it was singular that the trace of the 
— family should be written so plainly in his 
ace. 


East THompson, Conn., Dec. 3.—There 
can be no doubt that the mother of *‘ Doc” Wil- 
son is the wite of Lyman Porter, a shoemaker, of 
this place. She is a remarkably fine-looking and 
well preserved woman, 67 years of age, and 
Lyman Porter is her second husband. THE 
TIMEs’s correspondent called on her to-day, and 
when his mission was made known to her by Ira 
Bickford, an uncle of the now notorious ‘“ Doc,” 
at first she did not wish to say anything, as she 
was much broken down by the whole trouble. 
She was finally persuaded to talk. 

Mrs. Porter was just beginning her story when 
her husband came in from his little workshop, 
and, interrupting her, took =p the subject of 
“ Doe's” revelation.

It 
was also learned that for a long time. since 
“Doc” came into possession of Moen’s pocket- 
pook he has liberally provided for his mother, 
brothers, and sisters, bought homes, provisione 
them, and done all he possibly could for them.

CHLORAL AND CHLOROFORM. 


COMING FROM MASSACHUSETTS TO COM- 
MIT SUICIDE HERE. 

A well dressed, good-looking woman, ap- 
parently about 35 years of age, went to the 
Grand Union Hotel, at Forty-second-street and 
Park-avenue, Thursday evening and asked for a 
room for the night. She said that she had just 
come into town and desired to take a train from 
the Grand Central Station the next morning. 
She registered, ina bold, firm hand, “ Mrs. A. 
Dunbar, Newark, N.J.” She went to her room 
and was not seen to leave it, At10o0’clock yester- 
day morning a chambermaid found the door 
locked, and, receiving no answer to her knock, 
went away. At3o’clock she went to the room 


again with the same result and then she in- 
formed the housekeeper. 

The door was forced open and the woman 
was found, undressed and unconscious, on the 
bed. The fumes of chloroform were very strong 
in theroom. On the table beside her were found 
two vials, one cf which had contained chioro- 
form and the other a mixture of chloral and 
bromide of potassium. While being taken to 
Bellevue Hospital in an ambulance the woman, 
who had revived, told Dr. W. 8. MoMurdy that 
she was Mrs. Catharine Skillings, of Winchester, 
Mass. She said that she was married, and ad- 
mitted that she had taken eight grains of chloral 
and then she had saturated her hankerchief with 
six ounces of chloroform and inhaled it. She didn’t 
deny that she had intended to destroy herselt 
but would give no reason for it. When she 
reached the hospital she was ina very critical 
condition, but the physicians have hopes of her 
recovery. The woman’s clothing is of good qual- 
ity and of fashionable make. er outside gar- 
ment is trimmed with expensive fur. She wore 
diamond earrings, and on one finger was a broad 
plain god band ring, ouhenay a@ wedding ring, 
on which was engraved “ W. E. 8, to K. D., June 
2,1870."” On one of her sachels was the name 
Skillings. Fourteen dollars in cash was found 
in her pocketbook. In one of her sachels was a 
card with the address: ‘‘Mr. M. W. Davis, Hotel 
Dunbar, Roxbury, Mass.” 

Before going to the hotel Mrs. Skillings went 
to the drug store at No. 141 East Forty-second- 
street, at 6 o’clock Thursday evening, and asked 
the clerk for chloroform. She said she wanted 
it for outward application to her face, as she was 
suffering from =e When the clerk sug- 
gested that she might need it for some other 
purpose the woman laughed  scornfully 
and said, ‘‘Oh! no indeed.” Her manner de- 
ceived the clerk, and he sold her three ounces of 
chloroform and labeled the vial ‘‘ Poison.” Then 
the woman went toadrug store under the Grand 
Union Hotel and obtained there a three-ounce 
mixture of chloral and bromide of potassium 
under the pretense that she was suffering from 
insomnia. Late last night the woman was semi- 
delirious, pes | for her “boy.” No rational 
statement could be obtained from her. 








LOCKED IN A SOHOOLHOUSE. 


A CHILD PASSES THE NIGHT IN COLD 
AND DARKNESS. 

Mr. Jacob Sternglanz, a shirt manufact- 
urer, doing business at No. 16 Walker-street, and 
living at Mo. 213 East One Hundred and Fif- 
teenth-street, reported at Police Headquarters, 
Thursday evening, that his son Jacob,.7 years 
old, was missing. The child was a pupil at

THE RAILROAD WORLD 


MANY NEW LINES PROPOSED 
IN GEORGIA. 

SIX WHICH WILL MEET AT ATLANTA— 
BALTIMORE AND OHIO SEEKING A 
SOUTHERN CONNECTION. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 3.—The present Leg- 
islature is fairly overrun with applications for 
railroad charters, in which every quarter of the 
State is represented. Of these proposed roads 
Atlanta comesin for six. Three are assured— 
the Atlanta, Mississippi and Atlantic, the At- 
lanta and Hawkinsville, and the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern. These charters have passed 
the General Assembly. The other three, the 
bills for which have been introduced, are the 
Ashville and Atlanta, from Ashville, N. C., 
to Atlanta; the Macon and Covington, 
granting the privilege to go both to Atlanta and 
Athens, and the Atlanta and Alabama, from At- 
lanta to Selma. 

It is rumored that the charter for the Ash- 
ville and Atlanta Road means the Southern ex- 
tension of the Baltimore and Ohio system. The 
system has found that itis absolutely necessary 
to have a Southern connection, and it is well 
known in railroad circles that if has been look- 
ing for one for some time. If the Pennsylvania 
gets a Southern connection by the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern the Baltimore and Ohio will 
be forced to do the same thing. As the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern has become a certainty, 


the next thing to be looked for is the building of 
the Southern arm of the Baltimore and Ohio. 

The Macon and Covington Road, which is al- 
ready builtand in operation for a considerable 
distance northward from Macon, will find its 
northern terminus in Athens, crossing the 
Georgia Road at Covington or Madison. From 
Monticello it is proposed also to build to Atlanta, 
thus having the advantage of a direct route to 
the East by way of Athens and, by building to 
Atlanta, of the numerous connéctions which will 
be made here. 

The Atlanta and Alabama Road, of which lit- 
tle has been said, has assumed promising pro- 
portions, and has behind it some of the shrewd- 
est business men of this and other cities along 
the proposed line. Itis proposed to build this 
line from Atlanta to Selma. By taking any rail- 
road map and drawing a line from Atlanta 
through Heard County to Roanoke, and across 
the Alabama line to Selma, any one can see ata 
glance the possibilities of this route.

A PACIFIC COAST POOL. 

A TEMPORARY AGREEMENT AS TO PAY- 
MENT OF COMMISSION. 
CuicaGo, Dec. 3.—The roads interested in 
the Pacific coast passenger traffic have, at 





last, succeeded in forming a temporary 
pool on business from the Pacific 
coast to through Eastern points, and the 


opinion is expressed that the new agreement 
will prove so satisfactory to the lines interested 
that at its expiration no further difficulty 
will be found in bringing about a permanent pool- 
ing arrangement which will prevent the further 
cutting of agreed rates. The new agreement 
goes into effect Dec. 6 and is to continue in 


force four months from that date, with the pro- 
vision that thereafter any roads may withdraw 
therefrom after having given 30 days’ notice of 
withdrawal. 

The principal features, the agreement are 
that no more Street Commissioners shall be paid 
in San Francisco. The general agents of 
the Eastern lines are allowed to pay @ 
commission of $2 on each ticket by 
way of Chicago, and by way of St. Louis of 
$2 50. This concession of a fifty-cent differen- 
tial by way of St. Louis was made in order that 
St. Louis might get a fair share of the business. It 
is agreed that the total commission to be 
allowed on tickets shall be as follows: From 
Ogden, Albuquerque, Deming, and El Paso to 
Mississippi - River points, $3 on first class 
tickets, and $2 on lower classes; from 
Missouri River points to Chicago, $1 on all 
classes; from Missouri River points to Mis- 
sissippi River points, Dubuque to Memphis 
inclusive, 50 cents on all classes; to Missis- 
sippi River points north of Dubuque or south 
of Memphis, excepting New-Orleans, $1 on all 
classes; from Chicago to through trunk line 
points, $2 on all classes; from St. Louis to 
through trunk line points, $2 50 on all classes. 

It is also provided that, under the operation 
of this agreement, the commission by all 
lines on tickets to same destinations may 
be the same. No commission shall be 

aid by, for, or in behalf of any 
ine or lines between San srancisco and 
New-Orleans. Efforts were made to stop 
the payment of commissions entirely, but, 
as some of the Eastern lines insisted upon 
the payment of commissions to regular ticket 
agents, the matter was compromised by the 
adoption of the above schedule of uniform com- 
missions, to be paid only to regular agents. Ail 
lines between San Francisco and New-York in- 
terested in the Pacific coast east-bound passen- 
ger business have agreed to become members of 
the new association. 


LAKE SHORE’S MANAGER. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 3,—Edward Gallup, the 
new Assistant General Manager of the Lake 
Shore, arrived at headquarters this morning and 
was fairly installed in his office. “It will be a 
month before I shall know the points of the com- 
pass here,” he said, ‘‘ and I shall not attempt to 
put any new policy into effect. The Lake Shore 
needs no new policy.” Referring to Mr. Hardy, 
who has also just come from the Boston and 
Albany to be Assistant Chief Engineer of the 
Lake Shore, Mr. Gallup says that his own com- 
ing had nothing to do with that change. It had 
been settled that Mr. Hardy was to come to the 
Lake Shore before Mr. Gallup himself had con- 
cluded to come, the matter having been arranged 
by Mr. Newell some time ago. 








NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

According to its statement the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad’s gross earnings for the 
months of July, August, September, and October 
were $5,102,286, and its operating expenses for 
the same period $2,942,515, leaving its net 


earnings for the four months $2,159,771. From 
this amount should be deducted $137,119 for 
construction expenses, leaving a net balance of 
$2,022,652, against a like balance of $1,665,251 
for the same period of 1885. The statement 
shows anincrease for the period mentioned of 
$357,401 over July, August, September, and 
October of 1875. 


St. Louris, Dec. 3.—The railroads inter- 
ested in the Southern Kansas business, at their 
meeting yesterday afternoon, elected J. H.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 8.—Upon the petition 
of the Attorney-General, Judge Butler to-day, 
in _ the United States Circuit Court, made an 
order granting leave for suits to be brought in 
the Court of Common Pleas of Dauphin County 
against the Receivers of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company and the other rail- 
roads concerned for the purpose of testing the 
legality of the trunk line pool, and to enjoin the 
defendants from acting under such agreement. 
Another petition, asking for leave to bring suit 
against the Reading Railroad and Coal and Iron 
Companies to test the validity of the anthracite 
pool was also granted. 


Boston, Dec. 3.—The statement of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad Com- 
any for October shows the gross earnings to be 
$1687 ,348, an increase of $11,273 over the cor- 
responding month in 1885, and the net earnings, 
$1,019,576, an increase of $9,817. The gross 
earnings for the first 10 months of this year were 
$12,740,022, an increase of $25,414 over the cor- 
responding period in 1885, and the net earnings 
were $6,124,656, an increase of $79,252.

THE WEEKS BUSINESS. 








TRADE AND FINANCIAL CONDITIONS AS 
REPORTED TO “ BRADSTREET’S.” 
Special telegrams to Bradstreet’s point to 
moderate gains in the movement of general 
merchandise from Boston, New-York, Baltimore, 
Detroit, Milwaukee, St. Paul, Minneapolis, New- 
Orleans, and San Francisco. Except in so far aa 
this is due to increased breadstuffs and other ex- 
ports from the Atlantic seaports named, the 
gain is due toastimulated retail demand fo1 
ary goods, groceries, and notions, owing to cold 
weather and to the approach of the holiday” 
season. There is no material change at Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Louisville, Chi- 


cago, St. Louis, and Kansas City. At most 
points a widespread confidence is reported in 
the future of general trade, notwithstanding a 
noticeable check to the movement of goods from 
first hands in textile and other lines. . 

Total bank clearings this week at 32 cifies, es- 
pecially wired to Bradstreet’s, show the unprec- 
edented increase of $262,000,000 over last 
week, the total being $1,268,746,793, against 
$1,006,006,506 a week ago, and $1,097,245,690 
for the week ending one yearago. Here is an 
increase of 26 per cent. over last week, and 16 
per cent. over the like week last year. The 
week’s gain at New-York alone is $184,700,000, 
or about 26 per cent., due very largely 
to the heavy speculative transactions 
in railway shares and bonds, petroleum 
and Produce Exchange dealings. “Increased 
exports also had some fnfuence. Philadel phia’s 
increase of 36 per cent. was owing to the heavy 
gain in volume of railway share speculation, no- 
ticeably in Reading stock. Boston’s gain of 11 
per cent. was caused, to some extent, by like in- 
fluences, but that. of 50 per cent. at San Fran- 
cisco must be explained by the outbreak of a 
mining stock speculative fever, and that of 40 
per cent. at Chicago largely to increased grain, 
provision, and railway share speculation. Do- 
mestic money markets are easier, ina few in- 
stances, since the first of the month. Mercantile 
collections at the West and Northwest are slow 
owing to a continued disposition on the part ot 
bat farmer to hold back his produce for higher 
prices. 

At the West and South the pig fron market is 

uite active. Some Southern furnates have left 
the market, owing to absence of stocks and 
heavy orders ahead. Dnring this week wheat 
options at Chicago and New-York have advanced 
4 to 444 cents, and for spot 4 cents per bushel, on 
increasing exports and speculation and smal) 
stocks abroad. The renewed strength is quite 
pronounced, and the opinion gains ground that a 
permanent gain in wheat prices has finally be 
gun. Indian corn went 11 cents higher, with 
small stocks and ‘heavier demand,and wheat flour, 
with a better inquiry for export and reduced 
production, has been marked up 15 cents per bar- 
rel. Dry goods at first hand remain dulland steady, 
except ginghams, which tend upward. Woolens 
are only firm, while prints are 1g cent lower. 
Wool is affected unfavorably by the London 
sales, which are off 5 to 10 per cent. from pre- 
vious auction prices. The Louisiana sugar crop 
is now estimated at 150,000 hogsheads—a re- 
duction from previous estimates. There is more 
activity in hog products. Speculative markets 
arein sympathy with the upward turn to grain 
prices and owing to an increasing outside de- 
mand. Pork has advanced $2 per barrel and 
Western steam lard 14cent per poundon the 
week.

The total 
from Jan, 1 to date is 9,400, against 10,253 in 
18835, (a decline of 853,) against 10,059 in 1884, 
(a decline of 659,) and against 9,142 in 1883, 
(an increase of 258.) Canada has had 1,079 
failures this year, against 1,183 last year, 1,297 
in 1884, and 1,348 in 1883.

A BUTTON IN A BOY’S HEAD. 
CoLtumBy, §. C., Dec. 3.—An interesting 
and remarkable medical case was treated in 
Spartanburg a few days ago by Dr. G. WW Hein- 
itish, specialist on head diseases. The patient, 
a white boy 10 years old, had for six years been 


treated by able physicians for what was sup- 
posed to bea serious case of catarrh, but no re- 
lief could be obtained. His parents became very 
much alarmed about the boy’s condition.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

A Paris dispatch announces the death of Gen. 
Fran¢ois-Gabriel Pittié, Secretary-General to Presi- 
dent Grévy, at the age of 58 years. 

The Rev. Robert W. Harris, D. D., one of the 
oldest residents of White Plains, died Thursday 
night. He took i ge of the Protestant Episcopal 
parish there in 1831 and continued the Rector for 
about 25 years. He was ever pold in opposing error, 
zealous in defending truth, and in preaching, earnest 
and impressive, rather than eloquent. In 1855 Dr. 
Harris was given an associate KRector—the Rev. 
Theodore Rumney. Shortly afterward Dr. Harris 
resigned and the Rev. Mr. Rumney took full charge. 
While Dr. Harris was Rector he conducted a board- 
ing and day school in White Plains. For the past 
few years he has lived a life of retirement. 


William Walcott Tracy, who died at his resi- 
dence, No. 139 East Thirty-first-street, Wednesday, 


aged 45 years, was a veteran of the war of the rebel- 
lion. When 19 years old he entered the Seventh 
Regiment as a private, and was discharged therefrom 
in 1869. He became a Second Lieutenant in 
the Thirty-first Regiment of New-York Vol. 
unteers in Tebruary, 1863, and was promoted 
to First Lieutenant. In January, 1864, he was 
commissioned Captain of the Twenty-sixth Regi- 


ment of United States colored troops, and 
served as such through the war. During the riots 
in this city he served with the Seventh Regiment 


which a few years ago awarded him its bronze and 
silver crosses of honor. The funeral, which will be 
held at the residence, will be attended by the veter- 
ans of the Seventh Regiment, the Loyal Legion of 
the United States, the Society of the War Veterans 
of the Seventh Regiment, and Post Lafayette, No. 
140, of the Grand Army of the Republic. Up toa 
short time before his death, which was caused by 
consumption, Capt. Tracy was bookkeeper for B. W.

ELECTION CASES. 

THE GRAND JURY FAILS TO FIND INDICT- 
MENTS—DISMISSED AND SEVERELY 
REBUKED BY JUDGE WOODS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 3.—The United States 
Grand Jury charged by Judge Woods with tho 
duty of investigating the notorious election 
‘Tauds and forgery in this county, as well as to 
look into the election at all points in the State, 
came into court this morning and asked to be 
a discharged, as they had no further business. 

They returned no indictments against anybody, 
and Judge Woods gave them such a scoring as 
no jury ever received in this State before, or 
elsewhere probably. Hoe said in effect that it 
Was impossible for him to discharge them with 
the words of commendation which he had oc- 
casion te bestow on previous Grand Juries in 
parting with them. While he could not presume 

a to know anything that had passed in the Grand 

Jury room there were some facts which were 

notorious and there were others which had been 

brought to his attention by a communication 
signed by three members of the Grand Jury. 

Continuing the Judge said: 

“Tn this communication it is represented that cer- 
tain members of the Grand Jury have gone outside 
of ep pd room and hunted up evidence tor the pur. 
pose of discrediting the witnesses for the Govern. 
inent. The names of these members are not given, 
and if they were made known in the court and the 
fact of their misconduct established, it would be its 
duty to punish them for a2 contempt of its authority 
and jurisdiction. Such conduct is highly reprehen. 
sible and deserves punishment. Tho attention of the 
Grand Jury was specially called to the election 
frauds in Marion County. If the courts had not 

assed upon the application of the Federal statutes 
to cases of this sort and the jurisdiction of the Fed- 
etal courts in them there might have been some 
se concerning these matters. Possibly 

i may be a debatable question even yet, 

bunt the court adopted the construction which has 

been given these statutes by other United States 
courts, Which have held them applicabie to such 
cases and sustained their jurisdiction in them and 
instructed the Grand Jury accordingly. It was the 
duty of the Grand Jury to accept the construction of 
the law adopted by the court and the court is not ad- 
vised that its constrnction of it has been questioned. 

There has been a widespread interest in tie investi- 

gation of the Marion County ¢lection frauds. Public 

interest has centred upon these crimes more than 
upon any others that have come before the Grand 

Jury. It is undisputed that the crimes have been 

committed. 

“Your examination of the tally sheets showed that. 
But this examination you did uot make until days 
had been spent in taking the testimony of wit- 
nesses. This, as it seems to mé, was beginning ab 
the wrong end. It would have been_ the natural and 
— course of men charged with the investigation 

rst to have ascertained that a crime had been com- 
mittedand its nature, and then to bring before 
them the men who had and were responsi- 
ble for the custody of the poll books and 
tally sheets from the time they were made 
out at the polls until they were delivered 
to the Board of Commissioners, There is an old 

f tradition that when a murderer is brought into con- 

tact with his dead victim the corpse will bleed. Of 
course it is a senseless superstition. But it is trne 
that men who have committed crimes are apt to re- 
veal their guilt by emotions that are uncontrollable 
when confronted with the evidence of it, and 
as it seems to me the plain course for 
you was to have had before you the mutilated 
poll books and tally sheets and to have examined 
the witnesses in respect thereto, especially such wit- 
nesses as had access to the papers during the time 
when the offense Was committed. Of course I have 
not full knowledge on the subject, but by all the in- 
dications and upon statements of members of the 
jury, the effort in respect to these charges seems to 
have been how not to do it, and if you were not able 
to fasten the responsibility for the ng and 
for the spoliation of the tally sheets during that 
time, it is very singular as it seems to me.”

The secrets of the 
Grand Jury room have been known for 
a day or two,for yesterday bets were freely 
offered that no indictments would be returned, 
and the sentiment this morning clearly indicated 
the result as officially declared to-day. There 
never was such a bold crime committed anywhere 
as the changes in the tally sheets in this county, 
and when compared with the duplicates taken 
from the sealed bagsin the custody of the United 
States court the discrepancies were shown pre- 
cisely as the alterations appear. The sheets 
have been mutilated with erasers and with acids, 
and in two cases the papér is eaten through in 
the work of blotting out Republican tallies. A 
Criminal Court Judge and a Coroner were elected 
by the changes. 
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CONFERENCE OF WORKINGMEN CALLED. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the Work- 
ingmén’s Assembly of the State of New-York, 
has issued a circular to the officers of the trades 
and labor unions of this State informing them 
that the twenty-first session of the Working- 
men’s Assembly of this State will be held in the 
City Hall at Albany on Jan. 18. 

Among the subjects of importance to be acted 
pn by the assembly will be the repeal of all con- 
spiracy laws in their application to labor organ- 
izations that have for their object the improve- 
ment of the condition of the working peo- 
ple, a strict enforcement of the  eight- 

our law, and an amendment to probibit its vio- 

lation, either in letter or spirit, in contracts for 
State and municipal work. Tho circular argues 
for the creation of a State printing office, and for 
the total abolition of letting out the labor of con- 
victs by contract. The Assembly is to discuss 
the necessity of increasing the power of the 
State Board of Arbitration, and to demand a just 
and uniform apprenticeship law, an amendment 
to the mechanics’ lien law, an increase in 
the number of Factory Inspectors to enforce the 
child labor law, and the abolition of sucn laws as 
discriminate against workingmen serving on 
juries. The representation to the Assembly will 
ne one delegate from each organization of 800 
members or less, two from 300 to 600 members, 
and three from all organizations numbering over 
€00 members. 
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KING THEEBAW’S MASCOTS. 

The “sacred hairy family of Burmah,” 
which is now exciting thé wonder of Hurope, 
have been engaged to travel with Barnum’s 
show néxt season.

TRE OAMPBELL SOANDAL. 


SERVANTS STILL TESTIFYING 
LADY COLIN’S CONDUCT. 


Lonpon, Dec. 3.—In the Campbell divorce 
case to-day O'Neill, the man servant, on cross- 
examination, repeated his declaration of yester- 
day, that, looking through a keyhole in the 
dining room door, he saw the plaintiff and Chief 
Shaw in a compromising position. Lord Colin 
Campbell, witness said, was in the drawing 
room, while Chief Shaw and plaintiff were on 
this occasion in the dining room. Asked if he did 


not know that there were flaps over the keyholes 
in the dining room door, witness said he did not. 

Elizabeth Evans, a housemaid for Lady Miies, 
testified that during the Easter holidays in 1882 
Lady Colin Campbell occupied bedroom No. 38 
at Leigh Court and that the Duke of Marlborough 
occupied No. 37. Witness saw Lady Colin once 
while in the central hall of Leigh Court take off 
one of her slippers and throw it at the Duke, 
Both went to Leigh Court on the same day, and 
they left on the same day aise. While Lady 
Colin was at Leigh Court she appeared to be ro- 
bust and went out on long walks tn all kinds of 
weather—in snow, rain, or mud—with Dr. Bird. 
It was only after plaintiff's return to Lon- 
don that she appeared to be ill. Witness 
remembered that on one occasion in April, 
1883, Gen. Butler was in the drawing room with 
Lady Colin when some one called. Lady Colin 
came out and said she was notathome. Her 
hair at the time was disarranged and her face 
was flushed. When Lord Colin came home Lady 
Colin went to her bedroom and Gen. Butler 
came down stairs and let himself out of the 
house. Soon afterward Lady Colin came down 
and began to sing and play. Lord Colin called 
her and she went to his room and said she didn’t 
know he was home and asked him why he had 
not come into the drawing room. He replied, 
“ Because you hada visitor there.” Lady Colin 
answered, *‘ Only the old soldier. He has known 
me since I was a.child.” 

Annie Duffy, Lord Colin Campbell’s nurse, 
testitied that she waa engaged in 1882 to attend 
the defendant. Lady Colin gave him, witness 
said, but little attention. Her visits were scarce- 
ly ever longer than five minutes, and she never 
read to him. Once witness saw Dr. Bird sitting 
ona stool at Lady Colin’s feet. Dr. Bird met 
Lady Colin atthe Leigh Court Station. Witness 
once saw a letter in Lady Colin’s handwriting 
fall ont of Dr. Bird’s case of instruments. Lady 
Colin became ill in April. Her ailment was un- 
usual. Dr, Bird, conversing with witness 
10 days afterward, said: “Don’t talk 
about Lady Colin's illness. Just say Lady Colin 
had a cold.” Dr. Bird diaed in the house and 
remained in Lady Colin’s bedroom until 11 
o'clock. Lord Colin said: ‘“Isn’t it rather late, 
doctor? Is Lady Colin so ill that you have to re- 
main although she has a nurse here?” Dr. Bird 
answered: ‘I fell asleep and forgot the time.” 
After this illness Lady Colin wore a half-hoop 
emerald ring, and wnen she went into her hus- 
band’s room she used always to turn the stones 
of the ring around from the top to the lower side 
of the finger that bore it. Witness being asked 
why, being Lord Colin’s nurse, she did not in- 
form him of what she saw, said she refrained 
from doing 80 because she felt certain that ulti- 
mately he would find it all out. 

Amy Wright, a hospital nurse, testified that 
she was in attendance upon Lord Colin Camp- 
bell at the time of his marriage. She accom- 
panied his lordship and Lady Colin to Scotland. 
From what she saw witness believed that Lady 
Colin at the time of her marriage and for some 
time before it was suffering from an infectious 
disease, (sensation,) and that she did not warn 
Lord Colin against the probable result. Witness 
was not Lord Colin Campbell’s medical adviser. 
She had had 14 years’ experienee in hospitals. 
Two years ago she made a statement to Solicitor 
Humphries similar to the one shé had just made 
concerning the plaintiff. The case was at this 
point adjourned. 


A OOSTLY UXPERIMENT. 


FRENCH’S HOTEL TO BE CLOSED AND 
THE FURNITURE SOLD. 

French’s Hotel will close to-day tempo- 
rarily, and when it reopens it will be under the 
control of Mrs. Helen A. French. Messrs. Charles 
Brown and Walter Johnson, who have béen run- 
ning the hotel for several weeks under ditficul- 
ties, have given up tne fight, and will struggle 
nomore. Next Monday the furniture, including 
carpets, crockery, bedding, &e., will be sold 
at auction by Walter B. Duffy, of Roches- 
ter, who bought it in at the recent mort- 
gagee’s sale. The “annex” to the hotel, a 


“ coffee and cake” saloon in the basement, was 
closed yesterday, no one being able to pay the 
current month’s rent—$250. The bar fixturés, 
ranges, lunch counter, and other permanent 
fixtures will not be sold Monday, Judge Van 
Brunt having made permanent an injunction 
obtained by Mrs. French forbidding their sale. 
She claims that they go with the house and re- 
vert to her in default of the payment of the rent, 
In order to “‘ make assurance doubly sure” Mrs. 
tee sg began new dispossess proceedings yés- 
terday. 

With this sale will end a venture that began in 
June with bright hopes. According to the lease 
rent was payable quarterly in advance, at $1,000 
aweek. Two payments were made on time. Dur 
ing those three or four months the lessees lost 
close to $20,000, besides the $26,000 paid on 
rent account. They had begun to do an 
encouraging business, however, and hoped by 
a few changes in the lease to be able soon to put 
the hotel on a paying basis. When the third rent 
po bene failed and eviction proceedings began 

susiness suffered. The management still hoped, 

however, for such a compromise as would enablé 
them to go on and recover their outlay. Every 
effort in this direction having failed, they de- 
cided to let Mrs. French have possession as soon 
as the mortgagees of the furniture and fittings 
can be protected. That will be the purpose of 
the auction. The venture will have cost tne 
company, for five months, fully $60,000. They 
offered Mrs. French $40,000 rent for the future, 
with security for its payment. She declined it, 
It is supposed that she wishes her husband to 
take chargé of the hotel.

DELAY FROM AN AUOOIDENT. 

A collision between two trains on thé 
Third-avenue elevated road, near Eightieth- 
street, at about 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
caused the breaking up of an éngine, the crush- 
ing of a car platform, the scaring of the passen- 
gers of both trains, and the delay of traffic all 


over thé line for about three-quarters of an hour, 
The collision was caused by the failure of Enxi- 
neer Vordick, of Engine No. 126, pulling a City 
Hall train northward, to notice that the train in 
front of him had stopped just aboyé Eightieth- 
street. At that time of day there is nob much 
travel northward, and the passengers for down 
town on the other track were not delayed until 
the supply of trains gave out, owing to the im- 
possibiiity of clearing the track where the col- 
lision occurred, for some time. 

One by one the trains piled up behind the 
seeder ane | obstruction, which, beginning at 
Kightieth-streot, kept growing and growing, 
until at last the string of belated trains reached 
as far south as Thirty-fourth-street. Passengers 
arrived at all the stations, bought tickets, 
gorged platforms and waiting rooms, and went 
through all the grades of patience, hope, and 
despair. After the mechanics who had been 
sent from Ninety-ninth-street t6 repair the 
engine had tinkered it into such shape that it 
could be moved, it was dragged along to the 
shops, und the elevated procession behind it 
began to move. It was, however, more than an 
hour from the time the accident happened, that 
all evidence of it had been removed and thé 
trains were running under the usual headway.

IN HIS FINAL RESTING PLACE. 

The body of William H. Vanderbilt waa 
removed yesterday from the receiving vault in 
the Moravian Cemetery, at Neéw-Dorp, Staten 
Island, to its final réating place in the 
massive granite mausol6um oh Lighthousd 
Hill, Ocean Terrace, the highest point in the 


cemetery. The utmost precautions were taken 
to secure secrecy in the removal of the body, 
and only the detectives who have been 
guarding the remains, the cemetery em:

All unite with commendable unanimity in 
wishing for a free bridge. People who use 
the railroad are not so urgent in their argu- 
ments for a free bridge, for the reason that they 
believe in a general way that the man who is 
drawn across the bridge at some one else’s ex- 
ense ought to be willing to pay at least a cent 
or the service. They are perfectly willing, 
however, that the promenade and carriageways 
should be free, because the act of crossing in- 
volves some expense and exertion on the part of 
the crosser. 

The great bugaboo that stands with a knotted 
club in the path of a movement for a free bridge 
is the question of expense. Property owners, 
who are peoreeniany as easily frightened aa a 
covey of quail, fear that the cost of a freé bridge 
will burden them with adiitional taxes. The 
cost of a free bridge can be estimated from three 
different standpoints with widely different re- 
sults. One class of people figure it this way: 
The bridge is theré and must be maintained 
whether any revenue is derived from it or not. 
The loss, therefore, will be the absence of profit. 
The profit on the promenade, as based on figures 
prepared on May 81, 1886, is $11,280 49. This 
profit represents the amount of receipts over 
and above the cost of collection. The profit on 
the carriageways, figured on the same basis, is 
$53,993 51. he cost of free promenade and 
corriegeways would, therefore, amount to 
$65, . 

By the second way of estimating, the cost is 
computed as the actual expense for police and 
maintenance, On the promenade the expense 
for police is $27,863 74; for maintenance, 
$11,430 43—a total of $39.294 17. On the car- 
riageways the cost for police is $17,617 03; for 
maintenance, $21,989 10—a total of $39,606 13. 
The actual cost, therefore, of policing and main- 
taining free promenade and carriageways would 
be $68,900 30. This amountis what the average 
citizen would consider the cost of his free 
bridge. 

Men who revel in figures and who delight in 
showing that wind is very nearly the same as 
hard cash figure the cost inathird way. They 
assert that the cost of afree bridge will be the 
amount of the receipts added to the expense of 
operation, 1688 the cost of collection. On the 
promenade the receipts are $18,777 37, and the 
expenses, less cost of collection, $89,294 17.

HENRY GEORGE TO STUMP THE CITY— 

M’NEILL’S LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE. 

Boston, Dee. 3.—Henry George will ar- 
rive in Boston to-morrow, and in the evening 
will address two meetings in the inter- 
est of George E. McNeill, Labor candi- 
date for Mayor, and will participate in 
the canvass until the day of election. Candidate 
MoeNeill formaily accepted his nomination this 
evening, reading to the “‘ Committee of One Hun- 
dred” a letter of acceptance of unusual length 
and of considerable ability. He says: 


“T accept your nontiuation, realizing the respomsi- 
bility of the position to which you hyve called me, 
As the candidate of a new party I shail 
expect to receive all of the calumny and 
abus6é which the old party leaders and 
their tools are capable of manufacturing. 
It is sufficient for me to know that I am 
the representative of a great principle under- 
lymg the whole structure of society, the 
principle that shall overturn parties. caste, 
and class distinctions and re-establish the Republic 
on the fundamental eg of justice, equity, and 
fraternity. Through you I appeal to the voters 
of Boston, not that I may thereby obtain 
prominence or position, but that notice may be 
given to party manipulators that the com- 
mon people are sufficiently intelligent to 
know their rights and have -suilicient cour- 
age to maintain them. Ii elected to the 
honorable ition of Mayor of this city, I shall 
know no distinctions of class, race, creed, or color, 
and shall dispense the patronage of that office accord- 
iag to the integrity of character and qualifications 
necessary for the positions to be filled. Believing 
that excessive salaries are undemocratic, I shall 
recommend a reduction of the salary of the Mayor to 
$5,000 per year. I shall recommend, and as far as is in 
my power enforce, the eight-hour rale in all Gov- 
ernment employ, and prevent as far as possible the 
swindling of the city and of the poor, bow too com. 
tmaon under the contract system. 


In some portions of his letter Mr. MeNeill 
shows that he has studied carefully the New- 
York labor leader, as, for instance, when he says: 


“This coming election is but an incident in the 
c= campaign of the future. A vote for the can- 

date of your choice is not only a vote of protest 
in municipal matters, but a vote affirmative of your 
determination to force the discussion of the labor 
and land problems now before the people to a suc- 
cesstul issue. From the earliest days of the move- 
ment, labor reform and land reform have 
traveled side by sidé. The men who, more 
than 50 years ago lifted the banner of the 
workingmien’s party, were the prophet states- 
tInen of their time. They predicted the re- 
sults which we have realized. The  mo- 
nopoly of land and the monopol ot labor 
fs annually forcing tens of thonsands mto idleness 
and aggregating the common wealth into the hands 
of the few. This movement,of which ourorganizations 
are but a part,is not confined to national limitations. 
It is the curse of the economic systems and conni- 
tions of the Old World that has driven tens of thou- 
sands from their homes to seek here the better op- 
portunities of life.”

ASKED TO RESIGN. 
BaLtrmore, Dec. 3.—The announcement 
published in this morning’s New-York papers 
that a Baltimore member of the American Insti- 
tute of Architecture had been asked to resign 
was read with considerable interest here. Itis 
understood to refer to Mr. E. F. Baldwin, a 
gentleman prominent and popular in his profes- 
sion. The easé is an important one to archi- 
tects. Mr. George A. Frederick is the only 
Baltimore member of the association who 
attended the convention in New-York. It 1s 
stated that the resignation was asked at 
his request. The affair grew out of a lawsuit in 


September, 1885, between Mr. Frederick and 
Rock Hill College. Mr. Frederick had made 
drawings for the improvements of the college. 
After the drawings had been used another 
architect told the Catholie authorities that he 
would have done the work for less than Mr. 
Frederick charged. Mr. Frederick then sent 


in a bill for t per cent. of the im- 
provements costing $60,000, or $600 for 
the drawings, whie ts the profes- 
sional price regulated by the National 


Association of Architects. The Catholics de- 
elined to pay the bill. Mr. Fredemck sned 
them. The prominent architects testified that 
the charge was correct. Mr. Baldwin was put 
on the stand and with reluctance he testified 
that he had said to the connsel for the defense 
that the work was only worth $300. The-jury 
threw aside the other evidence and gave a ver- 
dict for $300. Henee Mr. Frederick’s charge. 
The matter attracts attention because of the 
prominence of the men in their profession. 





BACKING UP THE ANARCHISTS. 
Cuicaco, Dec..3.—The Arbeiter Zeitung, 
the organ of the Chicago Anarchists, replying to 
some comments on the Communistic utterances 
of its editor, Herr Currin, at a meeting last Sun- 
day, says: 


“Right here it may be plainly said that we con- 
sider the bomb throwing justified—it was a 
necessary act. The police committed high trea- 
son in attempting to break up in violent 
fashion a peaceful mesting of citizens. It is 
known that the police marched to the Hay- 
market for. the purpose of exterminating Socialists. 
Had not the bomb been thrown, to-day in place 
of cight police, hundreds of useful citizens, women, 
and children would be lying dead. What will be- 
come of the rights of the citizens of the land when 
the latter fall and leave them  unprotect- 
ed, to be tyrannized and abused by a 
horde of hirelings? What will become of the 
right of assembly, of free speech, and peaceful se- 
eurity? If any one is ee oor ig for the death of 
thé eight policemen itis Bonfield, Schaack, and the 
awarm of rich oppressors behind them. The bomb 
thrower bears no responsibility, and far less the con- 
demned Anarchists. 





Dk. SWINBURNE’S LAMENT. 

Cnicaco, Dec. 3.—Dr. John Swinburne, 
member of Congress for the Albany (N. Y.) Dis- 
trict, passed through Chicago to-day on his way 
to Washington, after a brief visit to his son at 
Colorado Springs. When asked by a reporter 
concerning his defeat at the late election. Dr. 
Swinburne deplored the fact that he had been 
countéd out by 1,069 votes. This seemed doubly 


hard to him when he recollected the fact that 
he had ousted Judge Van Alstyne by a majorit 

of 2,504 in 1884. Albany, Dr. Swinburne said, 
was the moat corrupt district in the Union, not 
évén excepting Chicago, and he had it on pretty 
good authority that $50,000 of “ boodle,” sent 
direct from Washington, had been used to count 
him out. Dr. Swinburne has been quite unfort- 
unate in the matter of ‘‘counting out,” having, 
he said, been twice cottnted out in the race for 
the Mayoralty. He thought it not unlikely that 
his friends would file a protest against the seat- 
ing of Mr. Kane, the present Congressman-clect.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The Secretary of War, 
by direction of the President, has ordered Lieut. 
A. W. Greely to take charge of the Signal Office dur- 


ing the temporary absence of Gen. Hazen, the Chief 
Signal Officer. 

A court-martial, consisting of Commander H. B. 
Robeson, Lieut.-Commanders MeGowan and Rich, 


Lieuts. Little, Speyers, Calhoun, and Noel, with 
Lieut. Lemly as Judge-Advocate, has been ordered 
to convene at the New-York Navy Yard Dec. 31, for 
the trial of four enlisted men. 

Lieut. J. B. Murdock has been detached from the 
Dolphin ana ordered.to duty at the torpedo station. 
Lieut. G. Blecklinger has been order to the Hy- 
drographic Office. 

‘The Secretary of the Navy to-day issued an order 
directing that on Jan. 1 all stores and supplies and 
the records of all property and plants at navy yards 
and stations, belonging to the Navy Department, 
with the exception of vessels and stores and supplies 
coming under the cognizance of the Burean of Meii- 
cine and Surgery, and of the Marine Corps, be trans 
ferred to the Bureau of Provisions aud Clothing. 
An officer of the Pay Corps is to be designated as 
General Storekeeper at each yard and station to 
take charge of the stores. The civil employes and 
laborers connected with the accounts and care of 
stores and supplies will be transferred to the office 
of the General Storekeeper, and their names will be 
continued on the rolls of the Bureau of Provisions 
and Clothing. On board vessels all equipment out- 
fits and supplies are to be transterred to the pay of- 
ficers. All conflicting orders are repealed. The 
order is intended to carry out Secretary Whitney's 
ideas concerning the concentration in one bureau of 
the responsibility for ateres and supplies as far as 
possible under existing law. 

The Treasury Department has declined to grant 
the application of Lient. H. Osterhaus, United States 
Navy, for repayment of duties exacted at New-York 
in March last on certain articles (decorated China, 
silk in the piece, silk shawls, feathers, and combs.) 
brought by him from China on the United States 
steamship Enterprise. It is held that the china was 
dutiable, even if intended for the officer’s own use, 
inasmuch as po proof was submitted to show that it 
had been used abroad. The other articles were also 
subjeet to duty.as they were clearly not intended 
for his own use. Lieut. Osterhaus was informed 
that alt the articles were liable to seizure and for- 
feituré because they were imported in a Govern.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather, westerly 
winds, stationary temperature. 


Secretary WHITNEY in his annual report 
shows that the dispatch boat and cruisers 
constructed forthe Government by JOHN 
Roach are practically failures. The most 
important consideration in such vessels is a 
speed which will enable them to overhaul 
merchantmen and keep out of the way of 
heavy-armed war ships. By comparison 
with similar vessels of foreign construc- 
tion it is shown how far the Dolphin, 
Atlanta, Boston, and Chicago fall short 
of what are regarded as the requirements 
for the service intended. The Secretary is 
making every effort to avoid the defects of 
these vessels in providing for the construc- 
tion of the new cruisers. He lays much 
stress upon the necessity of following a 
policy in regard to securing heavy arma- 
ments for war vessels which shall develop 
the power of this country to produce the 
armor and guns needed for its own navy. 
Mr. WHITNEY again urges upon Congress 
the need of reorganization in his department 
in important respects, and certainly makes 
the case very plain. 





The allotments of River and Harbor bill 
money thus far made by the Mississippi 
River Commission show very plainly what 
the commission’s position is with regard to 
levee improvements. Of the $2,000,000 
appropriated for the improvement of the 
stream $500,000 has been set aside for 
building levees. A great part of this 
sum is to be expended upon the Tensas Ba- 
sin front. Two counties and a local levee 
board contribute $95,000, and the Govern- 
ment joins them in the work of reclaiming 
and protecting the land. While all this 
may improve the navigation of the river, 
Nhe connection will not be close enough to 
satisfy everybody. 





While the fines imposed by Dominion 
officers upon some American fishing vessels 
for minor infractions of the customs regula- 
tions during the past season have been 
severe, and while the denial of commercial 
privileges to these vessels is resented by our

Thereupon, and because of his be- 
lief, the American Board refused to permit 
him to return to his field of labor. The 
church in New-Haven from which he had 
been sent submitted an indignant protest. 
The committee’s action with regard to cer- 
tain young applicants was the subject of 
debate at Des Moines, andit was recom- 
mended that the committee should cease to 
act asa theological court and should allow 
a candidate’s theological qualifications to 
be passed upon by a council of churches. 
It was understood that the Hume case 
would be quietly and amicably settled. 
Now the committee tells Mr. Hume that 
it has decided to keep him out of 
India for at least one year. The members 
of the committee hold that the heathen are 
daily going to eternal punishment in large 
numbers because there are no missionaries 
to teach them the religion of Curist. Still 
they withhold Mr. Hume from a field in 
which he has converted scores of heathen, 
and where he might now be converting 
scores that are perishing in his absence, for 
the sole reason that he thinks Gop will be 
merciful to those whom the American Board 
cannot reach. Mr. HUME can easily obtain 
@ pulpitin the church which supports the 
American Board, for the doctrine that is so 
dangerous in India is accepted by part of 
the church at home. 





It is to befeared that few of our coun- 
trymen were aware that they had a Consul 
at Goree-Dakr, or knew until the recent 
dispatch to the State Department of the 
existence of King Sama LoOMBEFOL, of 
Cayor. The Consul’s description of the 
death of this monarch, in a conflict with 
French troops, contains one Homeric touch, 
the remarkable single combat with swords 
between the King and a French Lieutenant, 
lasting twelve minutes by the watch, and 
ending in King Sama’s being run through 
the body and the consequent flight of his 
followers. The incident may conceivably 
have serious consequences in Senegal, as 
the native chiefs will hardly allow French 
authority to levy tribute if its collection is 
to be followed by resistance and bloodshed, 
asin the case of Sama. A direct subsidy 
would seem to be safer, if less economical. 
The negroes both in the French and Portu- 
guese portions of Senegambia have gen- 
erally been peaceably disposed toward the 
whites, and no doubt efforts will be made 
to keep them so, 





THE UNITED LABOR PARTY. 

Those citizens who supported Mr. HENRY 

GEORGE in the late municipal canvass have 
determined through their leaders to consti- 
tute a permanent political organization, 
which they have concluded to call the 
United Labor Party. A constitution has 
been framed for the organization, which is 
modeled in the main upon that of the other 
political parties in the city. It provides for 
a general committee which, on the basis of 
representation adopted, would consist for 
the present of nearly 350 members, with an 
Executive Committee consisting of one 
member for each of the twenty-four Assem- 
bly districtsof the city. Then there are to be 
Assembly district organizations, with such 
special and standing committees as they 
may see fit to have, and election district or- 
ganizations, whose chief function seems to 
be “to cause worthy citizens to join” the 
new party. 

As this body of voters proposes to be count- 
ed as @ permanent political party it will 
be of interest to know what the principles 
are upon which it will ask for support. 
These are set forth in the preamble to their 
constitution in the form of a declaration of 
belief. Itis here that we are to look for 
the basis on which the party is found- 
ed, and from this we must seek to in- 
fer its practical aims in legislation and 
administration. The preamble begins and 
ends with such unmeaning generalities as 
these: ‘‘Governmental corruptions and in- 
justice spring from neglect of the self-evi- 
dent truth that all men are created equal ;” 
“advantages arising from social growth 
and improvement belong of right to society 
at large;” and ‘‘ the true purpose of govern- 
ment is the maintenance of that sacred right 
of praperty which secures to every man the 
fruits of hisown labor.” From this nothing 
is to be gathered unless it be the implied 
denial of the fact evident from universal 
observation and experience that men are 
not created and cannot be made equal. 

In the body of the preamble there are sev- 
eral statements of little significance as indi- 
cating the polic yof a party. For instance, 
it stated that there should be no distinction 
of class in drawing Grand Jurors. The only 
distinction recognized by the present law 


is that which assumes the necessity of in- 
telligence and responsibility in performing 
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with the surplus revenue, which, though it 
would not relieve the country of the burden 
of protective taxes, would be of great and 
lasting advantage. It could pay the legal 
tender notes and destroy them. 
we understand, as wel! as any one can, that 
there is not the shadow of a chance that 
Congress will do anything of the kind, or 
that a proposition to do it would receive a 
moment’s attention from the majority of 
the members of either house. 
is not a bad thing now and again to point 
out that the greenbacks are a debt, pay- 
able on demand, and a vicious and demoral- 


have become so used to treating these notes 
as money, instead of as evidence of debt, 
that their appearance month after month in 
the Treasury statement has no effect on their 
minds. 


large portion of the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, condemn and resent 


the functions of a Grand Jury, but perhaps 
it is to be regarded as self-evident that 
there is no inequality among men in this 
respect. The abolition of the property 
qualification for trial juries is demanded, 
but in this county there is no such qualifi- 
cation. The demand that the procedure of 
our courts should be simplified is one which 
we commend to experts on that suhject, 
as it is one with which they have long been 
struggling, but we doubt if they will derive 
much help from the United Labor Party. 
There are certain other statements with 
which we have no disposition to quarrel, 
but they afford no ground upon which to 
judge the new party. For instance, “ our 
elective methods should be reformed;” “ the 
people of New-York should have full con- 
trol of their local affairs;” ‘‘ the laws for 
the safety and sanitary inspection of build- 
ings should be enforced.” There is a queer 
statement of belief “that police interfer- 
ence with peaceful assemblages should 
cease.” We were not aware that there was 
any such interference, and if there is it cer- 
tainly ought to cease. There is also a re- 
mark that “laws that bear unjustly on 
labor should be abolished.” Everybody 
will agree to that when these laws are 
pointed out and the injustice of their bear- 
ing demonstrated. 

The process of elimination to reach the 
distinctive doctrines on which this new 
party is founded leaves us this residuum: 
“ That all taxes on buildings and improve- 


ments should be abolished ;” “ that all taxes 
should be levied on land values which 
arise from and are due solely to increase of 
population ;” “that existing means of transit 
should no longer be left in the hands of cor- 
porations, but should by lawful process be 
assumed by the city and operated for the 
public benefit.”

Indeed, so little do we grasp the 
truth that a great many people, including a 


the reserve of $100,000,000 kept in the 
Treasury to meet the notes if, under the law, 
they should be presented for payment. 

The general notion as to the greenbacks 
is that they are a peculiarly beneficent kind 
of money which has cost the country noth- 
ing or next to nothing—a sort of financial 
manna that fell upon us from the skies. On 
the contrary, the greenback currency has 
been very costly. Even if we regard the 
notes a8 money, and not as debt to be re- 
deemed, every dollar of them has cost the 
country from $1 to $2 50. They were issued 
to pay the cost of the war in prices that 
would have been much less in gold could 
gold have been used, and so far the loss has 
been borne by the general body of tax- 
payers. But their cost is also represented 
by the far greater amount of shrinkage 
in values since the time of inflated prices, 
and this has been borne not only by the 
taxpayers, but by the classes which do not 
directly pay taxes, but which, being lowest, 
receive the weight of such burdens most 
heavily. Then we have still to bear in 
mind that at the present moment the Treas- 
ury is carrying $100,000,000 idle in its 
vaults to secure the redemption of these 
notes should the holders present them, as 
they have a clear right to do under the law. 
This money is so much capital drawn direct- 
ly from the active use of the country. Its 
cost to the country is therefore every year 
the profit that that capital would produce 
in use. If we put this profit at the very 
moderate rate of 10 percent. the country 
is paying dollar for dollar of its outstand- 
ing notes every twenty-five years. 

Now it is plain that as to this one- 
hundred-million-dollar reserve, if it were 
paid out for the redemption and can- 
cellation of the greenbacks, it would be 
a direct and very great profit to 
the country. And up to this point

there could be no objection on the ground 


of contraction of the currency. There 
would be the same amount in circulation 
after the payment that there is now, only 
two-fifths of the demand notes would have 
been replaced by gold, and the currency 
would be by so much the better and sounder. 
The remaining $146,000,000 could be gradn- 
ally paid off without any real difficulty, and 
their place would be supplied, so far as neces- 
sary, by the currency of the world. We 
are aware of the cry that would be raised 
against this measure—that we could 
not carry it out without producing 
stringency all over the commercial 
world, in the evil effects of which we 
would share and would suffer most heavily. 
But facts are better than theories in such a 
matter. The same cry was raised when we 
undertook to resume specie payments on 
Jan. 1,1879. But the specie for that pur- 
pose was secured at a time when there was 
more active demand for money than there 
is now; it did not check the tide of prosper- 
ity then flowing, and which continued to 
rise for two years afterward. And there is 
now in the country a supply of specie that 
has steadily increased since resumption and 
is ample for all the needs of our commerce. 
We repeat that we know there is no chance 
of any such policy as we have indicated be- 
ing carried out. The contrary is much more 
likely. But the fact remains that no better 
use fora surplus could be found. Failing 
that, reduction of taxation is the only ra- 
tional thing. 








THE RANGES AND THE RING. 

The appeal sent to the President by the 
International Range Association deserves 
the attention of consumers of beef as well 
as the support of all who are directly inter- 
ested in the cattle industry. The associa- 
tion asks for legislation that shall provide 
for the extermination of contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia and the protection of herds on 
the plains. It also points to the exactions 
made by the ring of slaughterers and ship- 
pers in Chicago—a ring that with the aid of 
the railroads robs both consumer and pro- 
ducer. 

The range men undoubtedly have good 
cause for alarm as regards the spread of 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia. The course 
pursued by the health authorities and 
stock yard men of Chicago and the author- 
ities of Illinois since the disease appeared 
inthe great swill-milk dairies of Chicago 
has convinced them that they cannot ex- 


pect that intelligent and vigorous action 
for their protection will be taken in the 


greatest cattle and beef market of America. 
Recent dispatches from Chicago show what 


has been the effect of the failure to stamp 
out the disease when it was first found in the 
distillery sheds. Pleuro-pneumonia appeared 
in the herds of slop-fed cows two and one- 
half months ago. 


The State authorities be- 
gan to kill the diseased cattle at the Phenix 
distillery sheds last Thursday. There were 


3,000 cattle in the infected herds, and for 
some weeks the number of animals plainly 
suffering from the disease was small. Week 


after week passed and no steps were taken 


for the suppression of the plague. The 


quarantine said to have been established 


was frequently broken, and cattle were 
taken away in the night. The disease was 


carried into other States. It appeared in 
but was suppressed by killing 


and burning. All the States of the 


Northern Mississippi Valley and the Terri- 


tories of the Northwest were forced to es- 
Still 


and the influential packers and shippers of 
the city seemed to be moved in no way by 
the presence and progress of the malady. 
Now, after so long a delay, the quarantined 
animals are being slaughtered. Carcasses 
that exhibit signs of disease are sent to the 
rendering houses; those which do not are 
carried to the market and sold for consump- 
tion. Although very few of the quarantined 
cattle had the disease two months ago, 20 per 
cent. of those slaughtered on Thursday 
were diseased. It will be remembered that 
the disease appeared in herds of cheap cows 
that were fed and milked in the distillery 
sheds. It seems to have been carried from 
these cows to other animals intended for 
the beef market. The butchers have been 
at work on a herd of steers belonging to a 
man who is prominent in the beef trade, 
and the disease had made such progress in 
the herd that 60 per cent. of the carcasses 
were sent to the rendering house. Let us 
hope that they will not be ‘‘rendered” into 
oleomargarine. 

The range men also file a complaint 
against the ring of slaughterers, shippers, 
and transportation companies. ‘‘ The same 
combination,” they say, ‘‘which compels 
millions who toil to pay an exorbitant 
price for one of the prime necessities of life 
compels the producer to accept for his prod- 
uct a price which has pressed the cattle 
growers tothe verge of ruin.” The same 
ringsters who failed to exercise their power- 
ful influence for the suppression of pleuro- 
pneumonia in Chicago, whom the Chicago 
Tribune has so roundly denounced for cupid- 
ity, extortion, and lobbying, are the men 
who are able by means of an iniquitous 
combination to reduce the prices paid to 
range men for cattle and at the same time 
keep up the high prices paid by Eastern 
consumers for beef. 

Both the producer and the consumer can 
gain relief by the establishment of slaugh- 
tering and shipping houses in the districts 
where the cattle are raised. So long as it 
shall be necessary to send cattle from the 
far West to Chicago to be slaughtered and 
shipped eastward so long will the Chicago 
ring exact its tribute. There should be 
slaughter houses and shipping points in 
Wyoming, Montana, Nebraska, and other 
regions where the great ranges are. From 
these points beef should be shipped directly 
to Eastern consumers. Not only the rob- 
ber middleman, but also the shrinkage 
caused by carrying the cattle on the 
hoof to the middleman, would then be 
avoided. The owners of several ranges 
might unite in the construction of a plant 
of this kind that would serve a large dis- 
trict. The establishment of one such plant 
would be followed by the establishment of 
others, and in time the power of the Chicago 
ring would be taken away. Itissaid that 
the range men have no money to spare now 
for such enterprises. They will be no better

off next year if they shall continue to be at 
the mercy of the ring. Butif they have no 
surplus for such investments. there are cap- 
italists, we venture to say, who will supply 
the money if they can be assured of fair 
profits and fair treatment from railroad 
companies.

THE STAR SYSTEM IN OPERA. 

The American Opera Company is scarcely 
the place in which one would expect to see 
the star system rear its threatening front. 
It was laid upon purely German lines, and, 
as everybody knows, one of the numerous 
missions of German opera is to extirpate 
the baleful system which has grown out of 
that sum of all villainies, the aria. 

It is easy to understand why the prima 
donna should be objectionable to the man- 
agers, and especially to the backers, of well 
regulated opera companies. In the first 
place the prima donna is inordinately ex- 
pensive. In the next she is exasperatingly 
capricious, and she can afford to indulge 
her caprices. There are at any time very 
few prima donnas in the world, and these 
few are bid for by all the managers of 
Europe and America. They receive salaries 
far beyond the earnings of professional men, 
even of the first rank, and they are worth 
these salaries. If they did not draw 
the money into the box office they 
could not draw it out. It is true the man- 
ager frequently overestimates the power of 
traction possessed by his prima donna, and 
that the chorus singers and the supernu- 
meraries suffer in consequence. The prima 
donna herself rarely suffers, commonly oc- 
cupying the position of a preferred creditor 
and allowing the other creditors what is 
left after her claim is satisfied. When there 
is nothing left, the manager and the chorus 
live on credit and the season is ingloriously 
ended, while the prima donna retires to her 
feudal castle or her Italian villa and serenely 
awaits the next ambitious impresario. 

If only the public could be induced to be- 
lieve that a singer who commands a small 
tortune a week, and a very comfortable 
fortune for the season, is for any practical 
purpose of opera no better than one that 
costs a tenth or a twentieth as much, the 
manager would breathe much more freely 
in the confidence of having something 
left for himself and the chorus. The 
public has thus far declined to take 
this view of the matter, and has insisted 
upon having prima donnas, no matter how 
high they come. A prima donna, or col- 
orable imitation of the same, has been found 
a@ prime requisite even for companies that 
began by appealing for support on the 
strength of their ensemble and print the 
name of the opera in bigger letters than the 
name of the soprano. Unfortunately the 
brevet or acting prima donna, it has been 
found, thinks it necessary to her dignity to 
assume all the airs and caprices of the gen- 
uine article, and is equally a thorn in the 
flesh of the manager who undertakes to 
maintain discipline and to exact from all 
his people the same conformity to regula- 
tions. 

Thetrouble inthe American Opera appears 
to have arisen between the prima donna and 
the stage manager. The latter functionary 





is represented by the prima donna and’ the 


prima donna’s friends asa person given to 
the magnification of his own office and en- 
dowed with a truly German frankness in 
the imparting of disagreeable sentiments 
which is known in the land of its origin as 
biederkeit and among the cowboys of the 
plains, who also possess itin a high degree, as 
‘‘candor till you can’t rest.” In Italian 
opera such a disagreement would be prompt- 
ly settled. The prima donna would snub 
the stage manager into a proper sense of 
his own unworthiness, the stage manager 
would pass the snubbing on to the chorus 
and the carpenters, and all would outwardly 
be well. That the prima donna should be 
required to apologize to the stage manager, 
no matter what the merits of the case may 
be, would be an indignity unprecedented 
and monstrous. Yet this seems to be virt- 
ually what Mr. THomas has required of 
Mme. FurscH-MapI. 

The settlement of the issue thus raised 
will be watched with breathless interest by 
persons engaged in the operatic business. 
If a mere conductor can undertake to pro- 
tect a stage manager from a prima donna, if 
a@ prima donna can be successfully withstood 
by anybody, then the conditions of operatic 
management have undergone a radical 
change. Wemay be actually approaching 
that blissful period when the audiences of 
New-York and Philadelphia will accept the 
leading lady of an opera company in a Ger- 
man town of 20,000 inhabitants as being, to 
all intent and purposes, equivalent to a 
queen of song. If she will only work as an 
equivalent she will have the manifest ad- 
vantages of being much more tractable and 
very much cheaper. 





The game which is called ‘‘ polo” in the 
rural parts of this State and of Connecticut 
does not appear to be the picturesque 
and costly pastime affected by the gilded 
youths of Newport, which involves a stud 
of ponies for each player. Polo proper 
has been described in England as 
‘hockey on horseback.” Polo on foot is 
therefore simpler hockey, or, as it is 
known to American boys, “shinny.” For 
the pursuit of this exercise the player needs 
nothing but a mallet, some bandages over 
his shins, and a flat and sheltered play- 
ground. The personal outfit is easily come 
by, and as for the playground any disused 
skating rink admirably answers the pur- 
pose. It is so great a social gain to have 
the rinks diverted from their original 
purpose that we ought not to criticise 
too closely the game to which they are now 
given over. In some of the suburbs of this 
city the decline of the fashion of roller 
skating has enabled enterprising persons to 
secure buildings excellently adapted to the 
purpose of riding schools at a very moderate 
cost, and riding schools have accordingly 
been established in them. As the outlay 
required to put up such buildings would 
probably have prevented the establishment 
of the schools, the people of these communi- 
ties have some reason to be grateful to the

CEL UOT it 
PHILHARMONIC CONCERTS. 

The public rehearsal prefatory to this 
evening’s Philharmonic concert—the second of 
the current season—was held at the Metropolitan 
Opera House yesterday afternoon. The initial 
performance of the Winter was of no special in- 
terest, and the concert that was next in order 
can scarcely be accounted of greater impressive- 
ness than the one precedingit. What was new 
on yesterday’s programme was not good; what 
was familiar was not well played, judging from 
the standard one may fairly apply to Phil. 
harmonic entertainments. The novelty on 
the occasion under notice was a symphony by 
Tschaikowsky, composed as a lyric illustration 
to Byron’s “ Manfred.” Few more pretentious 
and absolutely vacuous works have been mada 
known, even in these latter days of technical 
cleverness and creative barrenness. As an ex- 


emplar of ambitious music, wholly devoid of 
ideas, and elaborated and drawn out beyond the 
most patient spectator’s powers of endurance, 
the new symphony is, indeed, almost matchless. 
Its material neec not be compared with Schu- 
Mann’s to be set down at its true worth; 
nothing but an estimate of what the least 
imaginative or ingenious musician might ac- 
complish with such a subject as the poet has 
chosen is required to pronounce a sweeping 
condemnation of the effort. Even the work- 
mhanship of the symphony is not what one has a 
right to await of so original and experienced a 
musician as Tschaikowsky; in ingenious com- 
binations, delicate effects, and varied tone-color 
the composer of the score of ‘*‘ Manfred” has been 
outdone a dozen times. Of the four movementa 
of the symphony, the last, depicting the do« 
main of Arimanes, although conventional 
as to themes and treatment—spectacular music, 
in fact, such as an audience couples with the 
clumsy demons of “ The Black Crook”—is tha 
most representative and least wearisome. AS 
for the second—purporting to illustrate the ap- 
pearance of the Alpine fay—it struck the listen- 
er the more unpleasantly through the direct at- 
tempt to rival, in a far-fetched and fragmentary 
bit of composition, Schumann’s felicitous at- 
tempt in the same _§ direction. Many 
persons in the audience proved that 
they had the courage of their opinion, by 
departing between the movements of the sym- 
ee which occupies just au hour in its per- 
ormance. European music lovers would hardly 
be as patient. The other symphony on the biil 
was Beethoven’s Eighth, in F major, which 
everybody kuows and admires. The letter of 
the composition was adhered to; ite spirit was 
wanting, Mr. Thomas directing in a somewhat 
a cpmgage oe 2 tmManner, and failing completely to 
ting forth the crispness and brilliancy 
latent in every measure of that loveliest 
and brightest of tone poems. Altogether the 
best thing done during the afternoon was the 
finale to ‘‘ Gétterdimmerung,” into the render- 
ing of which the conductor and his forces threw 
considerable energy, and whereof the varied and 
orgeous tone-color is, in any case, not easily 
dimmed, 6ven by an interpretation of ordinary 
merit. Friulein Lehmann sang the vocal part 
of the finale with excellent effect. The pro- 
gramme commenced with Schumann’s “ Gen- 
oveva” overture; it would have been more at- 
tractive had Schumann been more copiously 
drawn upon later on. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

If there were some changes in the cast of 
“The Queen of Sheba” at the Metropolitan 
lastevening there was no difference apparent in 
the numbers or quality of the audience assem. 
bled to enjoy Goldmark’s best known and best 
liked opera. The house,in fact, was crowdeé 
in every part, aud the box holders being 
in their accustomed seats the scene was 
one of the wonted brilliancy. The changes ix 
the cast referred to were made necessary by the 
heavy work done by Friuleins Lehmann ang 
Brandt during the current week. After appeare 
ing in “Tristan and Isolde’ Wednesday 
these performers have to come forth te 


day in “Tho Prophet,” ‘which is quits 
trying for the soprano and still hardes 
upon Fraulein Brandt than Wagner’s wusi¢ 
drama. Last night Frau Seidl-Krauss repre 
sented Sulamith and Friiulein Franconi—whe 
has a voice of good timbre, but whose emission 
is faulty to the extent of impurting considerable 
nasality to the singer’s tones—Astaroth. Both 
performances were commendable efforts, and 
the characters filled being endowed with ne 
reat prominence, the absence of the twé 
eading songstresses of the company was scarce- 
ly felt. In many other respects the representa- 
tion showed a distinct gain. Herr Alvary was 
in excellent form and sang with rare expression 
and finish the measures allotted to Assad. Frau 
Herbert-Foerster, who brings both voice and 
looks to her portrayal of the Queen, wag 
more at ease in the réle than eves 
before. The somewhat theatrical bué 
in no way exaggerated dignity of Herr Robin< 
son is well suited to the part of King Solomon, 
and the occasional canutabile passages assigneé 
to the monarch were never more smoothly an 
forcefully sung by the German baritone than og 
the occasion under notice. And Herr Fischer 
was, a3 heretofore, an impressive High Priest. 
It only remains to add that the scenic attire 
of “The Queen of Sheba” was as beauti 
and effective as in the past: the production o 
Goldmark’s opera at the Metropolitan, indee 
will be remembered by its mise en scéne long 
after its choicest music shall have been fors 
gotten by the general public. All the glittering 
pageants were greeted last evening with the old 
time enthusiasm, and Mme. Cavalazzi and thé 
ballet were accorded their regular tribute of ap- 
plause in the fourth act.

AN EX-GOVERNOR DEAD. 





HE CAREER OF BENJAMIN FRANKLIN 
PERRY, OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Dec. 3.—Ex-Governor 
Benjamin Franklin Perry died at his suburban 
residence, Sans Souci, near Greenville, to-day. 
He was born in Pendleton District Nov. 20, 1805. 
His father came from Massachusetts. He was 
graduated from South Carolina College in 1824, 
and after studying law under Col. James Gregg, 
of Columbia, was admitted to the Bar in 1827. 
In 1832 he became editor of the Greenville 


Mountaineer and waged war on the nullifiers 
under John ‘©. Calhoun. The opinieus of Mr. 
Perry were always fixed and undsviating in 
avor ot the Union. His efforts sueceeded in 


uilding up a Union party of influence 
and some numbers. Strong influences were 
brought to bear upon  yeung Perry, 
but nothing could turn his devotion to 
the Union. te was the leading = spirit 
of the Union Convention of 1832. He was de- 


feated for Congress by a sinall majority in 1834. 
In 1836 he was elected to the State Legislature, 
where he served with distinction until, in 1844, 
he was elected to the State Senate. He was the 
only Senator who spoke and voted against the 
expulsion of Mr. Hoar from South Carolina be- 
cause be had been sent by Massachusetts. The 
Greenville and Columbia Railroad was built 
through his efforts. Im 1850, when the secession 
feeling was high, he established a Union paper at 
Greenville. He was warned that neither bis life 
nor bis property would he safe, but he replied: 
“1 will go on with the paper if it sinks my 
fortune and sacrifices my life.” He fought hard 
for the Union in the State Legislature of 1850 
and in the State Convention of 1851. 

Mr. Perry married in 1887 Miss Elizabeth Mc- 
Call, niece of Robert T, Hayne, who survives 
him. When the State seceded in 1860 he said to 
Gov. Means: “I have tried to prevent this for 
the last 30 years. You all are going to the 
devilandIam going with you. Honor and pa- 
triotism require me to stand by my State, right 
or wroug.” He urged his Union friends to vol- 
unteerin the Contederate cause and sent his 
sons to the army. He was District Attorney 
and District Judge under the Confederacy. At 
the close of the war he was appointed provisional 
Governor by President Johnson. He restored 


to office all who had been in office at the close of | 


the war without ifiquiring as to their politics. 
He was elected to the United States Senate, but 
was not allowed to take hisseat. He was father 
of Congressman W. H. Perry, who has just been 
re-elected inthe Fourth District of South Caro- 
ima.

IN SCRANTON. 





AN ELECTRIC STREET RAILWAY IN SUC- 
CESSFUL OPERATION. 

ScRANTON, Penn., Dec. 3.—The latest evi- 
fence of Scranton enterprise is shown in the 
equipment and successful operation of an elec- 
tric street railway. This novel contribution to 
rapid transit has just been put in running order 
by the Scranton Suburban Railway Company, 
and moves with the regularity of clock work 
from the centre of the city, at a point opposite 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 


road station, to a suburb called Green 
Ridge, a distance of about two miles. 
Two handsome Pullman cars have been 


placed on the track and are run smoothly 
and expeditiously along levels, around curves, 
and up rather steep grades. Each car affords 
seating accommodations for 26 persons. The 
motorisina small compartment in front, and 
the power is applied by cogs to the two fore 
wheels. A “traveler” running along a wire 
strung at an elevation of a few feet above the 
car aud about midway over the track conveys 
the power from the dynamo, which is in the 
works of the Scranton Electric Light Com- 
pany, to the motor in the car and sets the wheels 
in motion. This is easily controlled and most 
effective. 

An interesting incident, illustrating the pow- 
er and perils of electricity, occurred in the 
starting of the cars. One of the wires used in 
repairing the telephone line was left lying care- 
lessly across fhe railway wire, and as soon as 
the powerful current from the dynomo wires was 
turned into the latter there was a panic in the 
telephone exchange. A blue flame shot across 
the face of the switchboard andin an instant the 
place was ablaze and the room filied with 


smoke. The operators in charge, who 
were. mostly young ladies, were ter- 
rified. They could not account for the 


startling occurrence, and several of them were 
30 severely shocked that it took some time to re- 
store them to consciousness. The cause of the 
commotion was quickly guessed by an electri- 
cian, and the railway dynamo stopped. It took 
nearly halfan hour to locate the vagrant wire 
that had precipitated the trouble, and by that 
time the switchboard in the telephone office was 
badly burned. Care will be taken to prevent a 
recurrence of such accidents. 

The track has been cleared of frost and snow 
and the electric cars are running satisfactorily 
to-day. Mr. E. B. Sturgess, a prominent and 
wealthy lawyer of this city, who is President of 
the new Electric Railway Company, told THE 
TIMEs’s correspondent that the new enterprise 
had come fully up to the expectations of its pro- 
jectors, and this fact stimulates the hope in the 
— toind that electric cars may berun at no 

istant date from the centre of the city to allthe 
principal suburbs.

UNDER HEAVY BONDS. 


EXPRESS MESSENGER FOTHERINGHAM’S 
BAIL FIXED AT $20,000. 

Sr. Louris, Dec. 3.—The amount of bail 
was fixed to-day in the Criminal Court in the 
case of David §S. Fotheringham, the express 
messenger charged with robbing the express car 
on the Frisco Road recently. Ex-Gov. Johnson, 
attorney for Fotheringham, said he would make 
application for the bail of his client to be fixed 
at $5,000, the two indictments against him 
being practically one. He claimed there was no 


evidence against him to speak of, and therefore 
no reason for the bail being made excessive. 
Judge Normele said it woald be an absurdity 
for him to go into the testimony buc 
of the indictment to find what evidence there 
was against the messenger. If he did it in this 
case every Client in having bail fixed in his case 
could demand that the testimony against him 
be heard. This would practically be trying the 
eases in advance, and would take up all the 
court’s time. Ifa preliminary examination was 
had he might look through the testimony, but 
had no right to go back of the Grand Jury's in- 
dictment.

THREE CHARGES MADE AGAINST A MAN 
WITH MANY NAMES, 

“Boston,” or Edward, Wall, a notorious 
diamond thief, who luxuriates in the possession 
of many aliases, among which is the euphonious 
one of “Tipperary Ned,” was arraigned in the 
Tombs Police Court yesterday.

Two days 
ater he met Wall on John-street, and after some 
talk was asked to accompany him to the house 
ofa friend, where Wall said he would get some 
money and pay for the missing jewels. They 
went to No. 232 Sixth-street and Wall invited 
Block to go in with him. He refused and Wall 
Went in alone. Block waited vainly for his return. 
On this charge Wall was held in $1,000 bail. 
Then Louis Strausberger, of No. 23 Maiden-lane, 
charged him with stealing two diamonds from a 
tray which he had examined. Again Wall was held 
in $1,000 bail. A third charge was preferred by 
Benjamin Levy, of No. 185 Fulton-street, who 
said that on Nov. 27 Wall and a woman entered 
the store, and after looking over a lot of jewels 
made off with a diamond worth $97 50. Teresa 
Monaghan, who says she is a dressmaker, and 
lives at No. 232 Sixth-street, was arrested as the 
womah who was with Wallin this last specula- 
tion.

TEARING UP THE PAVEMENTS. 
A PERMIT WHICH JUDGE VAN BRUNT 
REGRETTED TO HAVE TO ORDER. 
Desiring to lay a branch main in Fifty- 
third-street, and to connect it with its principal 
main in Fifth-avenue for the purpose of supply- 
ing the residences of Frederick Gallatin and 
others with steam, the New-York Steam Heat- 
ing Company asked Commissioner Newton 
to give it a permit to tear up a part 
of the new pavement of Fifth-avenue. 
Commissioner Newton refused to give the 


permit on the ground that the Fifth-avenue 
pavement was to be taken by the city as a whole 
on its completion and that any interference with 
it under the city’s authority prior to its comple- 
tion and acceptance would hurt the city’s rights 
under the contract with the pavement contract- 
or. The Steam Heating Company then — 
to Judge Van Brunt,in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, for a mandamus to compel Commissioner 
Newton to issue the permit. 

_ The mandamus was granted yesterday, Judge 
Van Brunt saying: “It is with regret that I 
have come to the conclusion that the relator is 
entitled to the mandamus asked for in this pro- 
ceeding. It certainly seems a great hardship 
upon the people of this city that the pavements 
should be continually torn up for the purposes 
of some corporation organized for private 
gain; but the proper authority having given 
the right the courts are bound to protect 
them in their rights. I do not think that the 
construction claimed by the learned assistant 
counsel to the corporation for the act of 1885 
can be upheld. Thesole effect of thatact seems to 
have been intended to be that after the comple- 
tion of ai | part of the new pavement it should be 
opened only upon a special permit, and when a 
party complies with the prerequisites in respect 
to such special permit such permit must be 
issued. The relators offer to do this, conse- 
quently their motion must be granted.”

DENIED BY SOHOOL TRUSTEES. 
John Foley’s application for the continu- 
ance ef the injunction he obtained last week re- 
straining the School Trustees of the Nineteenth

language in the presence of her scholars. 
Trustee Chambers, in this affidavit, swore that 
he and his colleagues had examined Eugene 
Kahn, one of the two boys who had supported 
the charge made by the youthful Foleys,and that 
Kahn had admitted to them that he did not hear 
his teacher use the words attributed to her. 
Kahn had told them, Mr. Chambers said, that 
he only signed the indictment of the teacher 
because Mr. Foley had told him no harm would 
come to him. Trustee Hornthal corroborated 
the averments of Trustee Chambers. Judge 
Bookstaver gave Mr. Strahan until Tuesday to 
prepare and submit affidavits in answer to the 
stees, and ordered that Mr. Beardslee should 
be allowed toexamine and traverse them in the 
meantime.

PREVALENCE OF DIPHTHERIA. 

Dr. John Clausnitzer, 2 German physician 
ef No. 26 Bleecker-street, has lost three of his 
children by diphtheria within the past month. 
His family consisted of his wife, five children, 
the eldest being 12 yearsold, and Louisa Hauser, 
% governess. The governess and the doctor him- 


self were also attacked, but recovered. The 
children were pupils of Grammar School No. 79, 
in First-street, near Second-avenue, and, think- 
ing his children might haye contracted the dis- 
ease there, he asked an investigation by the 
Health Department. Sanitary Inspector Tracey 
found that a closet on the second floor of the 
school house was not properly flushed, the 
‘water not rising to the second floor except early 
inthe morning and late at night. Under the 
basement door he found a quantity of decayed 
animal and vegetable matter which emitted a 
pad smell. The house was, therefore, not in good 
sanitary condition. 

Diphtheria has been prevailing to an unusual 
extent in this city for nearly two months. Three 
new cases were found cdagpeer ige & The disease is 
pf avery virulent type and the proportion of 
fatal cases is very large. The ravages of the 
disease are not confined to any particular por- 
tion of the city. It is also prevalent in Brook- 
lyn, where 14 deaths from this cause occurred 
Yuring the week ending at midnight last night. 
Yhe disease is not contined to any one district.

REVOLT AGAINST’ COFFEY. 
NEW-JERSEY GLASSBLOWERS TO TAKE 
IMPORTANT ACTION. 

Master Workman John Coffey’s own par- 
ticular strike, which he has been trying to force 
on the Druggists’ Ware Glassblowers’ League, 
Eastern Division, ever since his elevation to 
power, will probably be sent to-night to join the 
ranks of unsuccessful efforts, the result of the 
action of the glassblowers themselves. 

A call has been issued for a convention to be 
held this evening at Glassborough, N. J. All the 
New-Jersey factories will be represented by del- 
egates, as well as some in the division outside of 


that State where Coffey has succeeded in in- 
ducing the men to strike. Coffey is now in New- 
Jersey, but the convention will not request the 
enews of his attendance, as the ardent striker 

oes not stand high in the estimation of New- 
Jersey blowers. 

The convention to-night has a twofold object. 
The blowers wish not only to enter their protest 
against Coffey as a leader, but to withdraw from 
the Knights of Labor and reorganize their league. 
When the Glassblowers’ League consolidated 
with the Knights of Labor last July it was with 
the understanding on the part of the league that 
its constitution as a league was to become its by- 
laws with the Knights. One article of its consti- 
tution provided that no atrike could be declared 
except by @ unanimous vote of the delegates. 
The convention where Coffey succeeded in hay- 
ing his wish for a strike carried into effect was 
called together hastily, and several important 
sections of the division, among them Baltimore, 
Were not represented by delegates. The vote on 
the question of striking stood 27 in favor to 20 
against. As the matter was understood by a@ 
majority of the glassblowers, Coffey was thus 
defeated. He claimed, however, that the Knights 
of Labor never consented to let the Glassblow- 
era’ League retain its constitution as an author- 
ity, and began at once to enforce his strike, not- 
withstanding the fact that an agreement had 
been made with the manufacturers to work un- 
til the end of the blast, July 1. Not a factory in 
New-Jersey, it is claimed, has violated that 
agreement. 

hose who are well acquainted with the feel- 
ing toward Coffey and the Knights among the 
New-Jersey blowers say that at the convention 
to-night the strike agitator is almost certain of 
receiving an even more decided rebuff than was 
the refusal of the New-Jersey men to obey his 
mandate. Although the charters from the 
Knights of Labor cannot be returned while ten 
or a dozen men otiow yet there is nothing to 
prevent the majority from withdrawing and re- 
organizing their former league. This will proba- 
bly be done and the by-laws will be improved, 
making —y further Coffey disasters an impossi- 
bility. It is expected that after this decisive 
stand has been taken against the Knights of 
Labor, and against Coffee individually, the blow- 
ersin all the restof the division, which is not 
numerically as strong as New-Jersey alone, will 
fall into line, and that Coffey will be ne. 
deposed, or at least wlll be left to exercise his 
power over only the few who remain with the 
Knights. 

One of the glassblowers said yesterday that 
the question at stake was not now one of ap- 
prentices pairs employed or a reduction in 
wages, but of honor. The men had their fight 
over the ¢ a, and the reduction, compro- 
mised with the employers, and agreed to work 
until a certain time. Both those matters were 
thereby settled until the period for which they 
had agreed to work was passed. Then they 
might be taken up again with no breach of confl- 
dence. But until then any order to strike ought 
to be resisted by every man among the blowers. 
In his opinion a good many of the blowers were 
in the same frame of mind as an old New-Jersey 
glassworker who many years ago advocated a 
strike just because they were then ‘‘something 
of a novelty” and because there had been for a 
long time no trouble between the employers and 
the men. 

The manufacturers are awaiting with interest 
the result of the convention at Glassborough. If 
the Jerseymen are successful there will soon be 
a@ general starting of furnace fires; if not they 
are determined to make a stronger fight than 
they have yet made. Atthe meeting Thursday 
in Philadelphia, when more than 40 manufact- 
urers were present, there was a strong feeling in 
favor of making the resolutions denouncing Cot- 
fey’s methods more vigorous, but calmer counsel 
finally prevailed. Every manufacturer, how- 
ever, is determined not to sit quietly under Cof- 
fey‘s rod.

WANTING A CONTRACT BROKEN. 
The Roumania Opera Company is made 
up of immigrants from the Balkans who came 
here two months ago to illustrate to the Western 
world the music and drama of Southeastern 


Europe. They came under a contract to per- 
form under the absolute control of Max 
Rosengarten and Philip Drosdowitz for 
two years. In October they gave nine 
performances at the Lexington-Avenue 
Opera House. The performances were 


not productive of money for the performers. 
They have begun a suit in the Superior Court to 
have their contract with Rosengarten and Dros- 
dowitz rescinded, on the ground that its terms 
were not equitable and were not understood by 
them when accepted; and to compel the defend- 
ants toaccount to them for the proceeds of the 
performances they have given. 

As the players say they will starve unless they 
earn money by their art their attorney, David 
Leventritt, applied to Judge Ingraham, in Supe- 
rior Court, Charobers, yesterday, for an injunc- 
tion restraining Rosengarten and Drosdowitz 
from seeking to enforce the contract so as to 
prevent them from playing for their own ac- 
count, pending the determination of their suit. 
David M. Neuburger opposed the motion on the 
ground that the defendants are preparing a the- 
atre for the company and have expended much 
money for it, and that the contract is equitable. 
Judge Ingraham reserved his decision.

A PLEA FOR A HOSPITAL. 

The Board of Managers of the Methodist 
Episcopal Hospital, in Brooklyn, met yesterday 
afternoon to discuss the matter of letting out 
contracts for the completion of the west pavilion. 
The hospital was begun about four years ago, 


$400,000 having been contributed toward its 
erection by George I. Seney. The board has se- 
cured in pledges $100,000 toward the comple- 
tion of the building, but needs $150,000 more. 
The property, when completed. irrespective of 
endowments, will have cost $650,000. A gen- 
tleman has promised to give $10,000 for endow- 
ment purposes ifthe board can secure an addi- 
tional $50,000, which is needed in order to en- 
aow 12 beds. The hospital is situated between 
Seventh and Eighth avenues, west of Prospect 
Park, in Brooklyn. It consists of the central 
administrative pbuilding and two pavilions. 
While under the auspices of the Methodist de- 
nomination the hospital will treat on equal 
terms all classes, irrespective of race or creed. 
It ishoped that one of the pavilions can pe opened 
next Summer, or early in the Autumn, with ac- 
commodation for 54 beds.

The fact thata few of the large plumbers had 
given in should not discourage the remainder, 
for most of those bosses would come back to the 
association as soon as they succeeded in com- 
pleting some work that was urgent.
